Johnny Clarke Was Back But Only lor 
Few Days— Stndents' Army Train-

At a recent meeting of military of- 
ficials, and presidents of the differ- 
ent colleges in which the Student 
Army Training Corps is to bt estab- 
lished, it was decided that football and 
oiher college sports would be con- 
tinued this year. 

"The big question that remains to 
be settled, accordinr to Coach Cleven- 
ger, "is wether the colleges in Mis- 
souri Valley will be allowed to play 
their frehsmen this year." 



"This, the fifty-sixth session of our 
college, is probably the most remark- 
able of all sessions because of the 
unusual work in which we shall be 
engaged — young men and women 
alike. 

"It is the first time in the hisury 
of the country when the Government 
has seen fit to pay the expenses and 
even monthly stipends to keep youn*; 
men in college, thus recognizing as 
never before in America, the worth 
ot education. The war has demon- 
strated the importance of every in- 
dividual becoming thoroughly trained 
in some line — the better he is edu- 
cated, the greater service he is able 
to render in a time of crisis such as 
the one thru which we are now pass- 
ing.

On October 1 a unit of the Students" 
Army Training Corps will be organ- 
ized at the Kansas State Agricultural 
college. 

Men desiring to enter the corps will 
enrol in college at regular enrolment 
as the schedules have been so ar- 
ranged that the proper hours have 
been left vacant for all military In- 
struction and classes so placed that 
enrolled in the S. A. T. C. may take 
.egular college subjects at othei 
nours. The men will be under mill. 
■ ary discipline, will sleep in barrack* 
eat at the campus mess hall, and be 
under military regulations as to rec- 
reation and entertainment. A letter- 
prepared by Dr. J. T. Willard to an- 
swer the many inquiries is given ia 
part: 

The s. A. T. c. is open only to men 
who are eighteen or more years I of 
age, who are physically fit for spe- 
cial or limited service, who have com- 
pleted a four-year high school course 
or its equivalent, and who have been 
admitted as students to a college in 
connection with which a unit of »he 
S. A. T. C. has been organized. 

Students In preparatory schools 
connected with colleges cannot be in- 
ducted into the S. A. T. C. They may 
■trtnuNiaf receive military instruction witi tbe 
corps, but the War Department will 
not furnish them uniforms, quarters 
or subsistence. The same is true of 
college students under eighteen years 
of age. 

The S. A. T. C. is a branch of the 
army of the United States and its 
members are under continuous mili- 
tary discipline. 

Like all other Boldiers In active ser- 
vice, men in the S. A. T. C. receive 
uniforms, quarters, and subsistence at 
the expense of the War Depattaient. 
They will also receive free instruction 
in the college, the pay of private* 
thirty dollars a month, and free med- 
ical attention. 

Eleven Hours Work Per Week 

The required military wor.t con- 
sists of eleven hci ,'J (<er we^k of prac 
tical training, an.' two hours of the- 
oretical instructim Fourteen credit 
hours of college work in appioved sub 
jects will be carried also. Three 
hours of the fourteen must be given 
to a course on War Aims; it is possi- 
ble to choose the remaining eleven 
so that they may be applied, either 
as required subjects or as slectives, 
to any curriculum offered by tha Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College. 

Members of the S. A. T. C. will 
have excellent opportunities for ath- 
letics, and intercollegiate contests will 
be encouraged. 

Students pay matriculation fee and 
furnish their own text-books. They 
will also pay the regular incidental 
fee, health fee, and laboratory fees, 
but when inducted Into the S. A T. C. 
any balance of these will be refunded 
as the War Department pays these 
charges after date of Induction. 

It is hoped that all men will be 
retained in the colleges until January 
1, 1919. Comparatively few of those 
entering in September will be retain- 
ed after June 30, 1919. 

When taken from the S. A. T. C. 
a man may be sent to: 

1. A central officers' training camp 

2. A non commissioned officers' 
training school. 

3. A school where he will be en-

The new detachment will consist 
of approximately E>30 men. The cou 
tract with the government calls for 
about GOO men, but some of them will 
ba sent back on account of physical 
or mental disability. 

Out of each detachment of men, a 
certain per cent of them are choaen 
to remain aa instructors for the next 
group. Theae men are picked for 
their executive ability and skill In 
mechanical work, and have an excel- 
lent chance for a commission. Some 
of the men who come here are high- 
ly proficient along mechanical lines 
and make unuauatly good instructors, 
according to Professor Carlson. 

Tbe men who come to the train- 
lngse schools are generally men 
who have chosen the branch 
that they desire, as they can 
apply to their local draft boards for 
training at such schools. Bach town 
has a certain quota they muat send 
to these mechanics schools, and these 
quotas are usually filled by voluteers

Aw rest mate 1 7 twenty veterinary 
atudenti will be added to the rolls of 
iha Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege this fall by an arrasg anient with 
the Kaunas City Veterinary college, 
one of tbe strongest Institutions of 
the country In Its Hue of work. 

The Kansas- City college Is closing 
Its doors for the period of tbe war, 
and the college Is receiving Its stu 
dents and alumni. The Kansas City 
Veterinary college was founded In 
lis 91. Beginning as a two year Insti- 
tution with tew students, during its 
twenty-seven years of existence It 
bas graduated nearly 1,700 men. Its 
highest enrollment during a single 
season reached a little more than 500 
students and the 1917-18 session clos- 
ed with a graduation list of 161. For 
several years Its acuity list compris- 
ed about twenty -five persons, nearly 
all of whom were graduate veterin- 
arians, each specializing In a special 
branch. 

"We expect that about fifteen or 
twenty men will be added to the en- 
rollment In the veterinary department 
as a result of tbe cooperation wltb 
the Kansas City Veterinary callege,' 
said It. it. Oykstra, professor of Sur 
gery. "Of the last enrollment of sev 
enty-Sve of tbat college there were 
only about twenty who could comply 
with our entrance requirements. We 
can take only men who have their 
i high school entrance grates and the 
greater majority of their students 
did not have. 

"The library has been donated to 
the veterinary department of the col- 
lege and will be known as the Kan- 
sas City Veterinary callege memor'i, 
library. The volumes will be ready 
for use by October 1."

Koad Toward Commission 
- The 8. A T. C. is expected to be 
an important reservoir of officer ma- 
terial. There Is now no better road 
toward a commission than through 
the colleges and the 3. A. T. C. Of- 
ficer matt-rial la very scarce, and the 
tiovernment should have 160,000 of- 
ficers by July 1, 1919. Many of these 
will come from the colleges. 

No arrangements have been made 
yet by which men may be transferred 
from the S. A T. C. to the Navy, but 
it Is probable that such provision will 
be made. 

There is not at present any way 
In which a man may enlist in the 
Army. The War Department urges 
every young man who had planned 
to go to college this fall to carry out 
his plans, and enter us a regular stu- 
dent the cullege of his choice. He 
must also register with bis local draft 
hoard on the resist ration day set by 
the President. He will not need to 
go to his local board for Induction in- 
to tho S. A. T. C. A Government 
committee will take care of that. 

Never before have young men had 
an opportunity to go to college and 
not only have practically all Of their 
expenses except for traveling paid, 
but to receive thirty dollars a month 
besides. No one can afford to miss 
the chance. His prospects in the 
service will be better than they could 
possibly be hy remaining out, and 
waiting until called to service in the 
ordinary way. 

Men who are not high school grad- 
uates, and hence cannot enter col- 
lege, may be able to get Into the vo- 
cational section of the S. A. T. C, 
which consists of drafted men sent 



to the college for training as mechan- 
ics and technicians, such as auto-me- 
chanlcs, automobile and truck drivers, 
electricians, radio operators, black- 
smiths, carpenters, machinists, etc. 
Appointment to this section is in the 
hands of the local draft boards, and 
application sbould be made to them. 

Drill First Two Hours 

Military drill will be held from 7:45 
until 9:45 each day and Inspection 
will be held the Recond hour on Sat- 
urday. This gives practically twelve 
hours each week as the first hour on 
Saturday morning will be spent in 
"policelng up." 

It Is the opinion of Captain W. P. 
J. O'Neill that anyone taking military 
drill at all will want the entire elev- 
en hours of practical work but In 
case It Is found necessary a three- 
hour course [probably can be ar- 
ranged.

President Jardine gave an unusually

the country. 

"You will have a splendid command- 
er In Captain St urges," said President 
Jardine.

Value of AlhleJcN 

Coach Clevenger. in his talk, im- 
pressed upon the new men the' value 
ot athletics. Ho told them how the 
govern utcnt hud realized the value of 
athletics, and the demand upon trained 
athletes that the government had made 
for officers. 

"If 1 had my way," asserted Coach 
Clevenper, "1 would have every man 
In Ihe S.A. T. C. out for football. But 
if that Is not possible, I want to have 
every one of you get back of the team. 
We will at least have company teams, 
uud games between the companies. 
These games are not limited to star 
pluyev*-, and every one of you should 
lie out. for athletics will help you and 
your government." 

The Itev. Lewis Jacobsen, represent- 
ing the churches, urged the men not 
to forget their Christian training.

President Jardine Says That College 

Mtty Re Changed from Semester 

Plan by End ol Plrst Training 

Division, or December 21, 



As a result of the establishment o( 
the Students* Army Training Corps 
here October 1 .the curriculum of K. 
S. A, C, will probably be changed over 
agnln to the ttrm plan. The semester 
plan has Just been In use here since 
September IB 17. 

War department regulations provide 
that the work of the Students' Army 
Corps be divided Into three terms ot 
three months each In order that as 
Ihe men may be called a definite part 
of their training may be completed. 
To provide for this new arrangement 
the college schedule will have to be 
completely worked over. A meeting 
of the schedule committee was held 
yesterday afternoon to consider the 
necessary changes. Members of Ihe 
committee are J. T. Wlllard. vie* 
president. A. E. White. R. I. Throck- 
morton. W. T. Stratton, and L. E. Con- 
rad. 

Three Term Flan 

N'o changes would be necessary in 
the schedules of the classes ot the girls 
who are enrolled but If a revision is 
made the entire college will probably 
be again run on the term basis. In 
arranging the work of the S ,A. T. C. 
the period between October 1, 1918, 
and July 1. 1919 Is to be divided Into 
three terms. In the first, the academ- 
ic work, Including instruction and ex- 
aminations will end on the afternoon 
ol Saturday, December 21. 

According to President W ,M. Jar- 
dine efforts will be made to have the 
college on the new basis by Ihe end of 
the first term of work of the 
Army Training Corps. In this way 
the first term of work of the Students' 
all siudents could begin the new sche- 
dules at the same time and much con- 
fusion be avoided. 

Nothing Definite Yet 

In the second term ol the S. A. T. C. 
the work begins on ihe morning ot 
Monday, December 30 and ends on the 
afternoon of Saturday Murch 22. In 
the third lerm work begins on the 
morning of March 31 and ends on the 
afternoon of Saturday. June 21. 

No definite arrangement** have yet 
been made toward changing the sched- 
ule oilier than for the S. A. T. C. but 
plans are being considered.

ThiB detachment Is compos- 
ed of S15 special men who were draft- 
ed in Nebraska, 

Copt. George Sturges, commandant 
of the S. A. T. C. has charge of the 
training division. Hi- has arranged 
the schednle for 'he training of the 
third detachment as follows; After 
breakfast, technical work will be taken 
up and will last from 7 a. m. to 10 a. 
m ; drill from 10:15 a. m. to 11:45 a. 
m ; lunch, 12 to 1 p. m .; technical 
work again from 1 p m, to 4 p. m.; 
drill from 4:30 p. m. to 5:30; dinner 
at 6 o'clock. 

This detachment, which is the third 
to lake training at K. S. A. C, Is the 
first to come from Nebraska. The 
I wo former quuuis were comprised 
principally of Kansas men. The Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College ranks 
among Ihe first of the institutions, 
which have the army training detach- 
ment In connection witb the regular 
college work. 

After the regular course in the army 
training school Is completed here, the 
men will be selected by army officers 
for special work. Many of the men 
who were In ihe first two detachments 
to take training here, were given ex- 
cellent positions and the new men 
have the same opportunity. The men 
who arrived here Thursday will leave 
on November 18. 
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As the custom of compelling fresh- 
man boys to wear green cape Is made 
Impossible this year by the S. A. T. C, 
the upper clasHmen have developed a 
new form of torture. Humors have It 
that the freshman girls, as well as the 
boys, will be compelled to wear a 
green ribbon, tied to the right ankle.

In 
April he sent to the 'German prison 
camp at Tuchel, In western Prussia, 
fifty-seven miles northwest of the Aus- 
trian border, three hundred and sixty 
ten-po«nn| food pareels for American 
prisoner? There were twenty-five 
Amerinds there en that date and by 
meant ot them an organization was 
arranged to take care of feture ar- 
rivals. If possible the Bed Cross will 
Its Mretee attar the govem- 
it rations, which are on the way, 
arrive It will then supplement those 
which are ample so far as 
Is o oaee rae d , by delicacies for 
sick prisoners and such comforts as 
tobacco, soap, comfort kits, and so on. 
What such things may mean to pris- 
oners In Germany la possible to un- 
derstand only after reading the 
French reports on conditions existing 
there for the past three years. 
Our Missing Ones. 
Through Switzerland, too, the Red 
Cross sends all its Inquiries behind 
ihe German lines In Its efforts to lo- 
cate and ascertain the circumstances 
of Americas soldiers who have been 
taken prisoner or reported missing. 
When the comrades of a soldier who 
I ■ reported missing are not able to 
solve the question of his probable 
fate, this Red Cross machinery la set 
In motion. Day by day, these past 
few weeks, the list of these cases has 
lengthened. 

Her e is one, for instance, sent In 
response to an axloua inquiry from 
America: 

"Hume shot from ambuscade In No 
Man's Land, Tou) sector. April 23rd. 
Probably picked up by Germans. Will 
locate If possible." 
Here's another: 

"Woodward last seen attacking en- 
emy aviators at Montdldier. Fog pre- 
vented seeing outcome of battle. 
Nothing heard since." 

Here is work that has Increased 
steadily during the past weeks, a 
work, too, that we must gather our 
courage to expect for many months 
as the battle continues.

Meanwhile the submarine 
had come closer to its prey, and a Ger- 
man officer called to the men In the 
small boat to convey a couple of Ger- 
man sailors on board tbe smack, in 
order that they might sink her with 
bombs.

value. Roughly, about four million 
dollars have been spent on the work 
abroad and over three million dollars 
on the work at home. 

"No fewer than 150 Knights ot Co- 
lumbus balls are in operation In the 
camps and cantonments of the United 
States, the number of buildings In 
each- camp ranging from one in the 
smaller encampments to three In, the 
great cantonments. Each building has 
its staff of a general secretary and his 
assistants. 350 secretaries In all be- 
ing attached to the K. of C. buildings 
In this country, while 100 K. of C. 
chaplains are serving the boys at 
home, nlgbt and day. 

"The buildings are all fully equipped 
with chapels, libraries, writing-desks, 
lounges, fireplaces, stoves, ice-water, 
games ; each building contains a stage 
billiard -tables, player-pianos, grafo- 
nolas, and scores of miscellaneous 
games, each building contains a stage 
with scenic apparatus, and cinemato- 
graphs and films are provided for the 
constant entertainment of the men. 

"In France forty-five Knights of Co- 
lumbus huts are In operation, and ITS 
secretaries and forty K. of C. chap- 
lains are serving the men, not only at 
the ports of debarkation and at the 
American encampments, but right up 
at the front line. 

"The crucial problems of labor and 
transportation in Prance were solved 
with the aid of the- French govern- 
ment, which not only enabled the Or- 
der to secure a large quantity of au- 
tomobiles, but. In recognition of the 
vital value of the K. of C. work, as- 
signed scores of French soldier- 
priests to aid In it. 

"In England, too, the work is un- 
der way, and the same story wiK 
shortly be told concerning our en- 
campments In Italy. Cardinal Bourne 
recently blessed the corner-stone of a 
K. of C. building In London. Wherever 
the boys go the K. of C. work will fol- 
low them, and the Order's hospitality 
is extended also to the Allied armies 
and navies. 

"The buildings abroad are equipped 
precisely as those at home, and 
abroad special attention is paid to an 
adequate supply of athletic materials, 
for the American soldier loves nothing 
belter in a foreign land than the 
games of his home country. 

"Recently orders were placed for 
50,000,000 cigarets, each cigaret to 
bear the K. of C. monogram. 2,000,000 
bouillon cubes, ten tons of sweet choc- 
olate. 2,000.000 packages of chewing- 
gum, several three-and-a-half-ton mo- 



tor-trucks, and large consignments of 
coffee, condensed milk, and other sup- 
plies tor our men at the front. The 
single Item of stationery calls, each 
week, for 3,000,000 sheets of paper and 
1.500,000 envelopes. Teas of thou- 
sands of rosaries, scapulars, prayer- 
books, and other religious articles 
have been and are being distributed. 

"And this Imposing showing repre- 
sents but the growth of the work for 
the first year. It ife expanding day by 
day. Additional buildings are in 
course of construction, a feature be- 
ing the erection of numbers of port- 
able structures. Scores of secretaries 
are being recruited for service at 



home and abroad, and the total of 
chaplains Is being largely increased 

"Furthermore, the committee on war 
activities has taken steps to till a 
keenly felt need by appropriating 
large sums of money for the acquisi- 
tion and maintenance of service cen- 
ters for soldiers and sailors and their 
relatives in the great metropolitan 
districts In this country. In Greater 
New York |300,000 will he spent on 
these centers; in Detroit $50,000 will 
be so expended. In this city two K 
of C. service clubs are already in op- 
eration. The war committee has ap- 
pointed a subcommittee to attend to 
this important department of the Or- 
der's work. 

"These service clubs will provide 
accommodations for the men and their 
relatives, besides those creature com- 
forts* that the men greatly appreciate 
during their periods of recreation and 
furlough. 

"In brief, the growth of the work, 
both extensively and intensively, will 
be such that the seven and a half mil- 
lion dollars expended on it during the 
first year, large though it seems when 
compared with initial estimates, will, 
in Its turn, be dwarfed by the great 
fund necessary to support the huge 
program now lying before the Order 
for fulfilment. 

"With every reason the Order relies 
upon the fullest support, not only of 
American Catholics, but of Americans 
of all creeds and races. The work Is 
for all. The Order, In Us application 
Of the war fund, lives up to the letter 
and spirit of the splendid slocan, "Ev- 
erybody Welcome and Everything Free 
tor the Men Here and Overseas!" 
With forty thousand Knights now In 
the service and hundreds of thousands 
of Catholic hoys bearing arms for the 
Republic, fellow citizens know the 
Knights for what they are — second to 
none In practical patriotism."

such exchange. Under the plan pro- 
posed the civilian nurses who have 
had the special course in the Army 
hospitals would be eligible to enter 
the Army Nurse Corps, which consists 
entirely of graduate nuraee. The 
plan of exchanging nurses between 
training schools is generally followed 
In civilian life. 

New Position Created 

In order to take advantage of the 
services of those women who have of- 
fered to nurse wounded soldiers, and 
who are not eligible for admission to 
the Army School of Nursing or the 
civil hospital schools of nursing, the 
Surgeon General has created the pos- 
ition of "hospital assistants." 

Women accepted as "hospital as- 
sistants- will be assigned to convales- 
cent hospitals in this country where 
training units are not to be establish 
ed. Hosptal assistants who have not 
satisfactorily completed the courses 
given by the American Red Cross In 
"lementary nurMng and hygiene, first 
aid to the injured, and dietetics, will 
be required to take a similar course 
extending over a period of at least 
six weeks. ^

Demi of Summer School Is Making 
Investigations fur New Work. 



The 50 American hospital* which 
organ! ltd base hospital units for ser- 
vice in France have been notified by 
the Surgeon General that they may 
invite a limited number of their stu- 
dent nurses to go to France, wher<> 
they can have the privilege of ren- 
dering service and, at the same time, 
complete their training under repres- 
entatives, of their own schools in bate 
hospitals abroad. ) 

This action is the result of advices 
received from the Medical Department 
headquarters of the American Expedi- 
tionary Forces, 

Many of the hospitals which aenl 
base units abroad had expressed the 
desire to send some of their studb 
nurses abroad tn the manner now 
suggested by the office of the Surgeon 
, General. Not until word had been 
received from overseas that such a 
plan was desired by the Medical De- 
partment In France was action taken 
by the authorities in America. 

The Medical Department wishes It 
to be thoroughly understood that 
white the assignment of these stu- 
dents Is much desired by the medi- 
cal authorities abroad the War De- 
partment does not wish in any way 
to Interfere with the work of the hos- 
pitals in this country. It remains 
entirely with the hospital authorities 
whether the plan is adopted or not. 
Selection of Pupils. 
The pupils sheeted, most of whom 
will be seniors, will be enrolled In 
the Army School of Nursing and after 
taking their oaths, will be assigned 
to duty under the nursing staff of 
their own base hospital on the other 
aide Each unit of 25 will be In 
charge of a graduate nurse, who will 
be mutually acceptable to the schools 
sending their students and to the of- 
fice of the Surgeon General, The 
training schools have been Invited to 
recommend graduate nurses to com- 
mand the student nurses.

Prior to the present war only grad- 
ual* nuraes were employed In Army 
hospitals.

The Medical Department Is now 
working on a plan which will give 
these student nurses an opportunity 
to learn those branches of nursing 
which are not taught at Krmy hospi- 
tals It Is believed that an effective 
system of exchange can be worked 
out with civilian hospitals whereby 
the students In both classes of train- 
ing schools may get the advantages 
of training offered by each class of 
school. By spending a certain pe- 
riod In a civil hospital, the Army 
n >rs« will learn the apTial work and 
la bar absence her place will he taken 
by a civilian student nurse, who 
thereby will receive a valuable coarse 
la Army nursing. Nurses' training

For the 230,000 gallons required for 
overseas, the subsistence division of 
the Quartermaster Corps has received 
bide on less than 100,000 gallons. Tbja 
situation will be relieved by tbe use 
of larger pickles until after tbe new 
crop is in. 

The subsistance division la now 
studying the advisability of using vln-t 
egar made from watermelons. It Is 
found that there Is a large wastage 
of tbo watermelons grown in the 
South, and the vinegar manufactured 
therefrom Is a splendid product, The 
cost of producing this vinegar is less 
than that of cider vinegar.

The 50,000 men will be 
taken into the Students' Army Train- 
ing Corp* from the regular college 
life and will be kept for service for 
:he duration o( the war. 

In the east the mustering in will 
occur at 12 o'clock, noon, which will 
be II o'clock here. At every one of 
the institutions a uhort program is 
being planned and at K. B. A. C. a 
special program will be given. It 

is the plan now (hut Major Leonard 
Wood of Camp Funston make the ad- 
dress but it may be that he can not 
come. The military band which has 
Just been formed, will play the "Star 
Spangled Banner". And then the 50o 
men who will go Into the S. A, T. C. 
here will take the uath of allegiance 
which Is, "I pledge allegiance to my 
flag and to the Republic for which It 
stands: one nation Indivisible with 
liberty and Justice for all." 

The Students' Army Training Corps 
and the Pelted Slates Training De- 
tachment, both organizations being 
represented at K. S. A. C-. will be- 
come one complete orga nidation after 
October 1. The new detachment wit; 
be the S. A. T. C. and the Training 
Detachment will no longer exist. 
While the work In the two organize- 
tlons Is quite different, yet after Oct- 
ober -I, any person in one unit will 
have the privilege of transferlng to 
the other unit. 

More ffiUiMt Work 

The merging of the Training De- 
tachment and the R. A. T„ C. will 
make all military operations on the 
hill much mure efficient. Captain 
St urges* has charge of both organisa- 
tions and when they become one, lie 
will have tbe authority to transfer a 
mem her of the S. ,\ T. 0. from the 
, ■Kular college work to vocation work 
or a man now In vocational training 
may be placed in college. 

The schedule of the present 8. A. 
T. C. and the Training Detachment 
will probably have to be changed to 
quite an extent In order to accommo 
dale all menihers of the new organiza- 
tion There will he two «., ^letu 
companies of 250 members each. In 
the S. A. T. C, Captain Stijrgcas an 
no u need today. 

lii-ia* for Some 

It has been the rule up until Wed- 
nesday, that only men who register- 
ed Sf Member 1-. could be taken Into 
the S. A. T. C. Hut Captain Sturges H 
received orders Wednesday from tbe 
war department lo the effect that men 
who registered previous to Septem- 
ber 12 could be taken Into the ser- 
vice as well us the others. However. 
every man's name, of those who re- 
gistered previous to September 12. 
must be approved lty Provost Mar- 
shal Crowder and so it will rcnuir.' 
an additional two weeks for these 
men to get into the service. All 
others will probably be in the service 
within. one week after ihey signed 
thrir papers. 

Prof. J. O, Hamilton, who has charge 
of the quartering of Ike men, stated 
today that uu preparations for mov- 
ing should be made until more defin- 
ite artuiigeiuents have been completed. 
While there la no doubt that the fra- 
ternity houses will be used for bar- 
racks, the exact arrangement for each 
Individual bouse h.is not he determ- 
ined as yet. There will be a .■ rtatn 
number of squads assigned to each 
house and the squads will be chosen 
from the same companies. In this 
way nun from two different compan 
les will pot be quartered in the same 
barracks. Some men In the S. A. T, 
C. have thought that since the frater- 
nity houses were to be used for bar- 
racks, the beds there were to essued 
Instead of cnta. But no such luck Is 
possible and the army cots, which will 
be used, are expected within a few 
days. 

College men who intend to go Into 
the S. A. T. C. have now had nearly 
three weeks of drill on the K. 8. A. 
C. camps The drill, while "really 



compulsory, has not had any penalty 
for absence attached to it. This has 
encouraged many of tbe men to sleep 
late In the morning and then fall to 
show up for drill. But Captain Suir- 
ges> told the men Wednesday that ev- 
ery time they are absent without a 
good excuse, the absence go down 
against their record. He concluded 
ijy saying. "Some of these times when 
you make out an application blank 
for an officers' training school and 
it is thrown Into the waste basket, 
just think back to tbe mornings whec 
you were too lazy to come to drill." 
Urilli.iir Well 

As a rule, however, the drills have 
iicen well attended. The men are 
fast picking up the new formations 
and no longer become confused by the 
tunny commands. Thursday mornim* 
■i regular urmy lieutenant, just re-. 
turned from France, drilled each of 
tii'' six companies a short time and 
QMS gave instructions for future 
drill. 

All In The Day 

Each morning for the last few days 
different companies have been tak- 
ing hikes up to the country club. The 
time required to go up, take a short 
rest, and then return* to the campu\ 
Is about thirty minutes. Yesterday 
morning Company D went up the hill 
and while returning were marching 
"at rout". This formation permits 
the men to talk, laugh, sing or do 
most anything as long as they keep 
walking and keep In proper line. 'One 
man cried at the top of his voice that 
he saw a German in the underbrush 
and so a volley of stones was fired by 
the Co. I>. men. One large stone, 
hurled by a mighty force, went astray' 
however, and struck a Company D 
man on the head. It was Company 
D's first casualty and so the mourning 
was quite vehement. And now the 
Company D man has a hump as large 
'M an egg on the side of his head, 

A man In Company A the other 
morning "got in bad" with the com- 
manding officer. For some reason 
the officer called him out In front 
of the ranks. The man didn't know 
whether to salute or not and In the 
process ,he became so confused that 
he lipped his hat. , 

Physical examinations for the band 
men began Thursday afternoon when 
twenty of the men were taken In for 
the physical test. The reqairements 
for one to get Into the military band 
are the same as the requirements for 
the regular drill work in the a A. T. 
0, For the last few <'ays the band 
men have beep practicing out on the 
ram pus.

Major General James U. Harbord, 
one of tbe greatest of the American 
leaders in France, and Uie greatest 
and iijii-t noted graduate of the Kan- 
sas State Agricultural College. That 
is the way most people will charac- 
terize the leader of the American Ma- 
rine Forces In France. 

"Jim", as Major General Harbord 
was known while attending school, 
was a member of the oadet corps in 
the college, and while drilling m the 
cadet corps, rose to the rank of Cap- 
tain. It Is supposed i hat it was here 
that he first got bis taste for army 
life In which he has been successful 
in after years. 

After graduating from the college 
in lbSC, he taught telegraphy for a 
year and then tried to get an apf/Sinl- 
mi. in to West Point. He failed in 
this attempt, and went to farming. 
The farming life, however, was evid- 
ently not suited to the future major 
general, and he enlisted In the regu- 
lar army as a private. 
Tlajor General Harbord's promotion 
from tbe ranks is a remarkable story 
of what ability coupled with detemln- 
atlon can do. Shortly after Joining 
the regulars he was made a corporal, 
and promotions to a sergeancy and a 
commission as second lieutenant fol- 
lowed quickly. At the outbreak of 
the Spanish American War, he hell 
the rank of a flrBt lieutenant, hut was 
promoted to the rank of major for 
the duration of the war. After the 
war, he became a captain In the regu- 
lars, and served for twelve years In 
the Philippines. When the Mexican 
i rou Mo hroke out. he was a member 
of General Pershing's expedition into 
Mexico.

Many mi n have been horror striken 
hy a sign on the bulletin hoard In An- 
derson hall. The bulletin reads, "All 
men In the S. A. T, C. must report 
for duty on the college campus at 
7 MS Tuesday morning." This mom 
log waa the first day for this change 
In iliac. The change wan made in 
order lh.it the nun eunld ho given 
two and a half hours drill instead 
of two each morning. 

Uniforms were Issued Sunday nt the 
gymnasium, Each member of the S, 
A. T. C. was given two shirts, two 
blouses, two pairs of trousers, one 
pair of leggings, one pair of shoea, 
Ihi'ee pairs of woolen socks, one hat 
ami one overcoat. The hat cord, 
collar Insignia tint tons, gloves and 
underclothing have not been Issued as 
yet. 

>ot All Perfect Fits 
One hundred men wore taken into 
the gymnasium and then about ten 
men given uniforms at the same time 
The mep were rushed thru with re- 
markable rapidity and while the uni- 
forms aid not fit at all well, they ar<- 
being altered. 

It l.t believed that Ihe fraternity 
houses will not hold all of the men in 
Urn S. A. T. C and that some will be 
quartered in the barracks on the hill. 
But the exact number to go to each 
house is not known as yet. 

Rules governing the trespassing on 
tho part of the campus, which Is used 
hy the S A. T. (*.. and also rules 
about entering the military headquar- 
ters, will be announced later. 

Cols Hate Arrived.! 

The cots, which will be used in 
the fraternity houses, have arrived 
and now as soon as the blankets are 
ri'iviveil. the houses will be taken 
over by the college authorities and 
will he prepared as barracks at once. 
There are 5S5 men in the S. A. T. C. 
and -404 taking vocational work so 
the quartering of these men will he 
no small job. Aa yet no distinction 
has lii'i-n made between the men clas- 
sified for general military service 
and men classified for limited ser- 
vice.

For Patriotic reasons the college 
ereenhoHse ts being devoted to the 
raising of vegetables. The manager 
of the greenhouse has chosen vegeta- 
bles which requires tho smallest 
amount of heat during the winter 
iron lis. and has planned (o plant a 
creator variety in the spring. 

This week the domestic science de- 
partment Is to can the Henderson and 
Longfellow spring beans which were 
planii-d the latter part of July, On 
account of last summer's drought few 
string beans are on the market. The 
tomatoes which are now in will l>e out 
of ihe way Ity January 1. making room 
for the lettuce. Grand Rapids lettuce 
which takes about ten weeks to ma- 
ture, will be used. 

Although stress is being laid on the 
vegetables, flowers are not being neg- 
lected. Carnations, Coleous, (wander- 
ing Jew) Begonias, Vincas, Snapdragon 
Petunias. Poinsett as, and violets, all 
have their places in the greenhouse. 

The germ ot the present greenhouse 
was the little old show-house hutlt in 
the seventies and atiached to the old 
Horticultural building. In 1S87 three 
properly houses were built. In 1834 
two uioro were erected, cheaply con- 
structed hut having their own heating 
plants. In 1B07, the same year that 
the present Horticultural building was 
constructed, the showhouse or conser- 
vatory was built. In 1909. with the 
aid of a State appropriation of (10,000 
the present six-room greenhouse was, 
built.

The Policy Regarding 
College Athletics 
In Training Camps

The obligation In war rests on every cltl 
sen. Those who refuse to serrt in wartime have no right to protection.

FORMER FROF. HAS DAIRY PUNT 



A. S. NeeUe Is Part Owner ot Largest 
Dairy | n State 



Professor A. S. N'eule who for the 
past five years has been In the dairy 
cxtenslon department Is now part 
owner of the largest dairy plant In 
the state, the Neate Abbott plant, lo- 
cated Just east ot the city. 

The dairy is one of the oldest in 
the county, but Just recently has been 
improved, until it is now unsurpassed 
bf any dairy in the state, ao far as 
modern improvements and volume of 
business are concerned. 

All of the milk Is pasteurized and 
:.IJ0 gallons are sold each day to the 
soldiers in the base hospital at Fort 
ltlley, fo r this Is one ot the foods 
which the soldiers in hospitals are al- 
lowed to have in abundance. 

The herd Is now composed ot 135 
tows, each of which la a pure bred 
ilolsteln and of this number HO are 
now being milked. The yield Is ap- 
proximately 500 gallons. The mill- 
ing Is all done by electric milking ma- 
chines at the rate of one cow a min- 
ute and the newly Installed machln 
try for extracting the milk is proving 
very satisfactory. 

The local dairy Is the only one lu 
the state possessing a modern pas- 
teurizing plant and in this large ma- 
chine, costing over 11.000, the exact 
temperature of milk may be seen at 
any hour. 

A large, modern cow barn whicn 
will accommodate 134 cows, has Just 
been completed, and a calf barn to 
stall one hundred calves Is now befng 
built. This dairy Is In the business 
of producing calves and cows, as well 
as milk, and the value of the anlmn'i 
which will be produced is large. 

It Is under the dlrecUon of Pro- 
fessor Neale that the dairy plant has 
been perfected.

The question of playing freshmen 
S. A T, C, men In football was the 
main object of discussion at the 
conference of college presidents and 
faculty representaUvee ot all colleges 
In the Missouri Valley conference held 
at Uie Hotel Baltimore in Kansas City, 
Saturday, September M, The meet 
ing was presided over by J. Itoss HHl 
of i,i ii- University of Kansas, former 
regional educational director for Oils 
section of the country. 

The decision reached at this con- 
ference was that all men In the 8. A 
T. C., Including freshmen, and men In 
the reserves, including the engineer- 
ing, veterinary, and naval reserves, 
would be eligible to play on the regu- 
lar college teams. It was also sug- 
gested that games be played on the 
home grounds of one of the teams. 

Up until 6 o'clock last night no 
word had been received from Fort 
Klley as to whether a game would be 
staged with the Fort lllley team on 
Saturday, The Aggie were scheduled 
to play a Funston team but on ac- 
count of tli.- Influenza quarantine this 
match had to be cancelled. 

Orders from the war department re- 
cently received here will change the 
Aggie football schedule. The In- 
structions follow. 

"Athletic sporls as formerly pur 
sued involving extended trips and 
specie I l)ted training, are inconsistent 
with (he soldiers' program of drill 
and study. Athletic directors and 
professors of physical education who 
are already In the employ ot S. A, T 
('. Institutions, con be used In con- 
nection with Intra-mural sports, and 
for the assistance of the officers in 
charge of military trainjng." 

The time allottedTor training and 
study for the Students' Army Training 
Corps (Training Memo. No. Ii will be 
found to preclude for Its members 
such football or other schedules as 
have been customary among colleges 
In past years, All practice for foot 
ball or other sports by soldiers must 
be In recreation periods and not de 
crease time allotted for drill and 
study. It is desired that no games 
Involving absence for a night be play- 
ed before November 1. and that dor 

lu s Uhlw p«fIuU gu»f b» aoafiu*d to 

intra-mural sports except for local 
Saturday games calling only for trips 
that can be made Saturday afternoons. 
After November 1, not more than two 
gamrs involving absence over-night 
may be permitted j and furloughs for 
the purpose may lie granted for mem- 
bers of teams, provided that no fur- 
loughs shall be granted to soldiers 
not maintaining satisfactory stan- 
dards of military and academic work 
No trips involving an absence longer 
than from Friday night to Sondsy 
night will be approved." 



On October It), twenty nine men of 
the Students' Army Training Corps 
will be selected and sect to Ft. Slui-i- 
dan where they will enter an offi- 
cers' training school, It was announc- 
ed to the five S. A. T. C.' companies 
Thursday morning. Officers are 
busy now watching for prospective 
candidates for the officers' training 
school. Men wfoo are twenty years 
old or over will bo taken. Every 
man Is selected on his ability, knowl- 
edge of military tactics and his pow- 
er to command. No favoritism will 
he shown by the officers in making 
their selections. 

An announcement Just made states 
that selections for any branch of the 
sirvlce will be made by Judging one's 
Intelligence, leadership, personal qual- 
ities, general value to service, and 
physical qualifications. Of course, 
the requirements for * the different 
branches of the service are widely 
different, especially n the education 
al side, But if a man in the B. A 
T. C. Is contemplating putting in an 
application for any branch of the 
service, which Is available thru Uie 
S. A. T. C. he should first judge bJm- 
HClf according to Uitse qualifications 
Branches for Application. 

There are a numlter of branches of 
service that are open for application 
A certain per cent of the men wilj be, 
chosen for these different branches/ 
which are: infantry, machine gun coi'i 
panlea, field artillery, heavy arUl' 
Itry, air service, quartermasters corp» 
engineers, signal corps, and chemical 
warfare service. Men will be taken 
for these different branches as they 
show qualifications which are pecu- 
liar to each. The educational quali- 
fications are probably the more ne- 
cessary. 

Length of Time Here Estimated 
The war department has Issued a 
statement which gives Uie approxi- 
mate time the S. A. T. C, men will 
be allowed to stay In college. Men 
who have attained the age of twenty 
years will be here for twelve weeks, 
men nineteen old will be here tor six 
months and those who are eighteen 
wfll he allowed to stay for nine 
months. The required studies and 
amount of drill for men in each of 
these divisions have also been given 
hy the war department and a detailed 
staUment of these may be seen In 
Anderson hall. Every man Is re- 
quired to take fifty-throe hours work 
Including the drill and military stu- 
dies In the college. The subjects, 
which men in each dlvlson are re- 
quired to inkt, are so arranged that 
I he men will get the most possible 
Kood out of them for Uie short Ume 
that they will he here. 

Reasons for Age ilAHslflrallon 
The classification by age is done 
for several reasons, mainly because 
men In the S. A. T. C. will be taken 
from the college at the time that oth- 
ers of the same age are drafted. An- 
other reason Is that the older men 
have a better chance to secure a 
college education previous to this 
time. Thursday a roll was taken Ot 
all 8. A T. C. men who have Attained 
the age of twenty, so ft is believed thai 
their courses are to be rearranged at 
once. 

Since the choosing of men for of 
««■«■■■ training camps and other 
branches ot the service, will take men 
from the college regularly, it la 
planned to fill up the ranks with new 
recruits. High school graduates wNl 
be selected to attend the 8. A T. C 
As only a limited number can be 
taken each time, the selection will be 
done on a competitive basis, probably 
handled hy college authorities,

Because Germany has become nothing but a robber empire, a murderer empire, an 
empire every purpose of which is the enslavement of the rest of* the world. Such purposes 
admit of no compromise. We must conquer or die. If we do not conquer, we shall 
nevertheless die— and die slaves. 

Germany began with the intention of robbing France of her iron, her coal, her best 
land and her great factories; of making Belgium, with her rich mines, great cities and 
immense factories, a part of Germany; of gaining the Belgian Coast from which Bhe might 
conquer England, and of combining under her flag the hordes of Mohammedan Turks, 
and all the Balkan States, so that she might train soldiers in countless millions, build 
navies to sweep the oceans, and conquer the world. 

This war was to be a step toward world conquest. 

If we do not fight the war through to complete victory she will still keep on and she 
will succeed. She will surely succeed! 

Russia with her nearly 200,000,000 people lies prostrate at Germany's feet. Germany 
could now give up the Balkan States, give up Belgium, force Austria to yield up the Italian 
territories, give up conquered France, yes, Bhe could give up these, and even Alsace- 
Lorraine, and if allowed a free hand in Russia she would, still have won a victory greater 
than any of which she ever dreamed at the beginning of the war. 

Give her control of RuBsia, and she can and will within a few years come back with 
power to take back Alsace-Lorraine, crush poor Belgium once more and destroy exhausted 
I- ranee, sweep every vestige of resistance from Europe, Asia and Africa, and then what? 

Then she will thunder at our doors— from Asia she will invade us on the west, from 
r.urope on the east, and from Mexico on the south. 

J*v erinany has control over the terms of peace, we who read this will live to see one 
of the Kaiser's six sons Emperor of America. 
The time to whip Germany js now! 
It is now or never!

* HAVE BEEN TAKEN 



First »en Selected for lamp Will Not 

Bo Sent While InfltteBsa Lasts— 

Military ud College SeJied- 

ales Xot Matching Up- 

While no serious cases have been 
found, a sufficient number ot men tn 
the Students' Army Training Corps 
have contracted the Spanish Influenza 
to warrant placing the entire corps 
ot 1,120 men under strict quarantine. 
Soldiers who are quartered on the 
campus are given the privilege of 
loitering about on the campus? but 
men who are quartered In the fra- 
ternity houses, are given only the lib. 
erty of the grounds around the 
houses. 

The Quarantine is more of a pro- 
tection against the deeease rather 
than due to the fact that there are 
already a few esses reported. The 
Sigma Alpha Epallon house has been 
taken over for a hospital. One sec- 
tion of Company five, which wss 
quartered there, has been moved Into 
Nichols gymnasium. The Beta Tbeta 
PI house has also been fitted up as 
a hospital and yesterday the soldiers 
quartered there moved Into the gym- 
nasium. V 

This new phase of army life has 
complicated matters for the officers 
and has given the men a chance to 
disobey orders. Already a few men 
have been found outside of the quar- 
antine area and these will be given 
proper punishment— probably K. ^*. 
for two months. The entire campus 
Is being guarded at night. In order 
that none of the soldiers may leave 
the grounds. Protective measures 
are being enforced by giving the sol- 
diers preventatives for the Influen- 
sa. 

Men >"ot To fio Now 
The men who have been chosen to 
be sent to the officers' training camp 
will not leave Immediately, as orig- 
inally planned on account of the post- 
ponement of troop •movement due to 
the epidemic of Influenza. 

These men have been carefully se- 
lected by the officers. After each 
candidate passes the physical exam- 
ination, as wtll as the Judgment of 
the company officers, he must be ap 
proved by the different deans in the 
college. This Is necessary because 
8. A, T. C. men are enrolled tn the 
college as well as in the service. The 
names of the men who will be sent 
to the officers' training camps will 
appear In the next issue of the Col- 
legian. 

Candidates for tho officers' twin- 
ing school^and all, 8. A. T. C. men 
candidates, have entered a system of 
promotion as the men are usually 
picked from the Hat of sergeants. If 
u man shows up as a private, he Is 
made a corporal. If he Is still suc- 
cessful he Is made a sergeant. He 
then has a chance for the officers*

termaster corps, engineers, and motor 
truck service. Many of the men 
wish to drop chemistry If they must 
droy any study*. 

Aiiont twenty men who successful- 
ly passed the physical examination 
for the 8 A. T. C, have still neglect- 
ed to sign their Induction papers. The 
sergeant requests that these men, 
even If they do not intend to enlist 
in the 8. A. T. C. tell him what they 
wish to do. 

At present much confusion Is caus- 
ed by college and military programs 
failing to agree. Every day many 
ot the men must miss classes, put 
ting them behind In their work. But 
a new and complete schedule will be 
given soon which will eliminate this 
trouble,

The central office Is 
Informed also of every removal of a 
soldier from one hospital to another 
when in hospital long enough to es- 
tablish an address. A perfect card 
system Is employed to keep track of 
all who are in hospitals, and there is 
no delay In the delivery of mall un- 
less It la that of a wounded soldier 
In transit or so slightly wounded as 
to be discharged before a letter could 
reach tolm.

Every care It taken In expediting 
the mail for wounded men in hospi- 
tals abroad. The only delay In the 
delivery of such mail Is that which Is 
absolutely unavoidable. A wounded 
man may be Bent from one hospital 
to another, and even to several, be- 
fore reaching a permanent base hos- 
pital, and If detained a day or two 
at each of tbe hospitals through which 
he passes In transit, his mall will be 
delayed until he Is at a hospital lone 
•sough for It to reach him. If he 
should be but slightly wounded, not 
katng at the hospital long enough to 
got his mall, and then should be aa 
signed to a new organization, there 
would be some furthar delay, but In 
none of theae cases la the delay great 
The hospital authorities are required 
to notify tbe central post office, as 
well as his company commander. Im- 
mediately on the arrival of the sol- 
dier there tor treatment, and mall la 
sent to htm at once. There la no 
delay whatever In mall sent home by 
or for the wounded man. It is only 
that addressed to blm that may be 
•lightly delayed prior to hla prwna- 
aeot location.

Cause of Delay 

In Soldiers' Mail 
V Being Overcome 

Only In exceptional cases, and un- 
der circumstances which will be ex- 
plained, does It take more than three 
weeks for a properly addressel letter 
to reach a soldier In France who Is 
attached to an organized unit of the 
Army. Moat of the mall reaches Its 
destination In less time than that The 
great mass of letters to and from Ex- 
peditionary Forces go and come ch 
schedule time. 

Yet' exceptional circumstance may 
delay a soldier's mall as much &-i two 
or three months, or he may not get 
It at all. In the extreme case where 
there are several soldiers of the same 
name It will be because his letters are 
Improperly addressed and he has fail- 
ed to correct the conditions by furnish- 
ing his proper address. There are no 
delays, or at most none greater ih.tn 
a few days, when the soldier la lo- 
cated with the organized forces and 
the letter Is properly addressed. 
Address of £0,000 Inadequate 

The mall of more than 50,006 ot our 
soldier in France Is delayed and per- 
haps can not be delivered at all. The 
reason for this is that letters for a 
greater number than 50,000 In the ag- 
gregate, are improperly or inadequate- 
ly addressed. 

Complaints covering these . delays 
are sufficient to give the public the 
impression that the soldiers' mail ser- 
vice Is bad, but besides the improper 
addressing of tetters, which is woeful- 
ly common, there are other reasons for 
delay In the delivery of soldier's mail 
which can not be avoided by the mili- 
tary postal service any more than It 
could be when this service was con- 
ducted by the Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

These delays affect a relatively 
small proportion ot the mall, but the 
number Is sufficient to give rise to a 
very general. If unjust, criticism ol 
the postal service. 

Directory Sections Established. 

At each replacement camp in France 
a directory section of the Army post 
office has been established, and mall 
for a replacement soldier will here- 
after follow him to the unit to which 
he is sent from that camp, the clerks 
in the directory section of the post of- 
fice using the card records of the sta- 
tistical division of the camp comman- 
der. It still rests with the soldier 
to immediately notify his correspond- 
ents as to his correct address, and with 
the various cantonments in the United 
States to see that mall addressed to 
him at the cantonment is properly in- 
dorsed for forwarding to France. It 
Is equally important for the soldier to 
notify his correspondents immediately 
upon his assignment to a definite unit 
in France.

There will be no claaaea on the Hill 
tomorrow — nor for eight days follow- 
ing, in accordance with a proclam- 
ation Issued yesterday afternoon by 
President Jardlne all class room work 
will be laid aside beginning tomor- 
row morning and taken up again on 
Monday morning, October 21. 

The action closing college for this 
period of time was taken In compll 
_pnee with the atate-wlde closing or- 
der issued yesterday as an effort to 
prevent the further spread of Influ- 
enza. The closure order may be con- 
tinued for a longer period, If the 
health authorities determine that it 
Is necessary. 

"During the coming week, the saf- 
est place for the student will be tn 
Manhattan." aald President Jardlne la 
speaking of the order. "The health 
of the civilian population has never 
been better. There is scarcely any 
sicknCss. Students should be espe- 
cially urged to stay In town and not 
go to their limiH'H where the disease 
may be carried and more likely con- 
tracted on trains on the way, 

"The stale department of health has 
asked me to appeal to your patriotism 
to aid In the earnest effort that Is 
being put mrUi to Btamp out this 
epidemic of Influenza. ■ You can eas 
lly co-operate when you are so great- 
ly needed at this hour. This clos- 
ure order does not apply to the men 
In the Students' Army Training Corpt 
Their in struct tons come from their 
commanding officer and arrangements 
will be made that will be moat bene- 
ficial and wise under the present cir- 
cumstances. 

Y. M. Now Base HosPitaL 

"The Y. M. C. A. has been turned 
into a base hospital and a corps of 
nurses from the Red Cross chapter 
at St. Louis has been sent to take care 
of the men here who are 111 with in- 
fluenza. Eleven additional doctors 
have been detailed here from Camp 
Funston and every necessary meas- 



The first s. A T. C. men have been 
chosen to be sent lo an officers' train- 
ing school. The men were selected 
by the army officers and then, be- 
fore they were gtven their examina- 
tions, the deans Af the college either 
passed pr rejected the men. Out of 
th thirty seven chosen,* eleven were 
rejected due to th fact that their cot- 
lege work has been below passing 

The men who were selected and 
then passed by the college deans are: 
James B Angle, Harry Alexander, Vic- 
tor Blackleg, Roy Breeae. Clarence 
Browning, Rex Bushong, Floyd Cote, 
Richmond Elliott. Henry Freese, Gen. 
Hinds, Ray HuBted. Ralph Hlxon, 
Dewey Huston, Roy (Kellogg, Don 
Murphy. Benjamin Martin, John No- 
vak, Lenwood Plautn. Raymond Ply 
ley, J. B. Quinlan, Eugene Reel, Ken- 
neth Shidler, James Shlvely, Ray 
TtSlley, V. Whan. Chester Yenawin. 

These twenty six men were then 
given a rigid physical and general 
knowledge examination. The final 
results are not known as yet, due to 
some delay In the work, but the 
names will be published in The Col- 
legian as soon as they are announced. 

The aoldtera were supposed to hav.- 
been sent to the Officers' Training 
Camp yesterday, but because of the 
influenza epidemic, they will not be 
aent at once. While no definite In 
formation has been given as yet, it Ir 
believed that these men will not go 
to Camp Grant or Ft Sheridan at all 
but to a camp at Waco, Texas. 

Candidates for the O. T. C. will be 
selected for October 20 and then Nov 
ember 10. Selections will probably 
be made regularly In this way. Ev- 
ery man In the S. A. T. C. companies 
is being given a chance to go to the 
Officers' Training Schools. Corpor 
els and sergeants are now being giv 
en chances at taking command of the 
companies here. In this way, the 
officers can choose those who will he 
prospective candidates for the camp 

It. Is rumored that only eleven of 
the twenty six men successfully pass 
ed the examination. But the final 
results win be snriomtr-erf later". "

>.;irs a hboc late professor of history 
id th? Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege, died of pneumonia at his home. 
1412 West Laramie street, Monday ere 
nunc after a brief Illness. 

He is survived by his wife, his 
mother, and four sisters, one of whom 
Miss Mary Taylor, Is teaching in the 
Manhattan city schools. 

A Bhort funeral service was held at 
borne at 10:30 o'clock Wednesday mor 
nlng. The body was then taken to 
Kin-' Scott, his parents" home, for 
burial. 

Studied la Many College* 
Professor Taylor was a graduate of 
the University of Kansas, from which 
he received the degree of bachelor of 
arts in 1S0T. He later took his mas- 
ter's degree from the University at 
Chicago and subsequently penned, 
work there and in Yale and Harvard 
univerBitles for bis doctor's degree. 

White most of Mr. Taylor's active 
career was devoted to Leaching. He 
spent same time also in newasafer 
work and in the study of law. He 
wrote two historical pamphlets, "A 
Syllabus of Kaneaa History" and 
"Outlines of American Industrial His- 
tory." H t. also was a contributor to 
tbe Dial and other critical nabttoa- 
tions. 

Taught Here Eight Tears 
Professor Taylor cams here la 1610 
from Hiawatha, where he had been 
tor three years principal of the high 
school. Coming to the college as an 
instructor, he was successively pro- 
moted until at the time of his death 
he was associate professor of history 
and rlvics. 

ProfeniKir Taylor was a member of 
Phi Heta Kappa and Phi Kappa. 'Phi, 
honorary scholarship societies. He 
also way a charter member of the 
American College Quill club and vice- 
chancellor of the local chapter. 
ProiuVnt Praises Deceased 

it William M. Jardine, president 
of tbe college, spoke today In high 
i it in* of Professor Taylor and his 
work. 

'Professor Taylor was a man at 
IiIrIi scholarship, unusual teaching 
ability, and rare personal charm." 
-ii id Doctor Jardine. "The men 
under whom he did research work rn 
eastern universities recognised his 
power and discrimination In Interpret- 
ing hBtory. Here In the college, he 
was generally known, to faculty nem- 
bers and to students, as one of tbe 
most successful teachers on the hill. 

"Professor Taylor's ability In re- 
search and teaching, however, repre- 
sented hot a small part of his contri- 
bution to the life of the institution 
Both within and without the class 
room he was one of the most Inter- 
esting men on the faculty. He had a 
i timi fund of knowledge on i. 
Jects, some of them far removed from 
his field of special study, and this 
knowledge made conversation with 
htm a constant delight. This, too, 
created In his students a genuine In- 
s»»K in every subject with whtcn 
"ley came Into the slightest contact 
He *«■ one of those rare teachers 
"li" i'l-oduce real Intellectual Ideals in 
thei r Modems. 

"The death of Professor Taylor Is 
an irreparable loss to the college 
"■ filled a place which no one else 

can rill."

"When a mist .nary socle'y Kiivt in 
strongly for <ho teaching of agricul- 
ture, one mlgn; at ftr-ti 'horn: lit won- 
der whither tbe modern applications 
ot Christianity ar- leading. There 
1 . such an oreanlzstlor; In Canton— 
the Canton t/hmim.. College— and It 
Is performing whs* assuredly le a 
?.ork of the Uiticst potential value. 
Indeed, besides agriculture It offers 
courses also in business, public fin- 
ance, Insurance, mechanical drawing, 
etc. These things, as we say, may 
seem rather outside the province of 
a missionary society, but it has long 
since become acknowledged that some 
of the best work done by organisations 
of this kind is of an essentially edu- 
cational character, for the function 
of the modern missionary is to edu- 
cate and train Is useful occupations 
those among whom be labors as well 
as to teach them great religious and 
moral principles. 

"For he presen we are concerned 
solely with the agricultural instruc- 
tion carried nn by the College named, 
and in looking into It we think It will 
be found to be of such a character 
as to surprise most people by reason 
of Its all-round thoroughness. One ot 
the first points to be observed Is that 
this tuition Is described as "educa- 
tional agriculture." That Is very slg 
n If leant. The pupils are not merely 
studying and reading in the college 
library— which by the way fs a fine 
one. They are forming and raising 
stock of an ordinary Chinese hillside. 
They are demonstrating what can be 
done to Improve agriculture In Chlni 

"The farmers are looking through 
the fence and asking why the College 
crops are better. And the students 
consider this the most attractive and 
successful department of the Institu- 
tion. The Question Is often asked- 
Can you teach the Chinese anything 
about agriculture* You cannot until 
you have learned yourself. Three 
young graduates from American agrl 
cultural colleges have been working 
away at Canton to be, first of all. sue 
cessful farmers in China. The Un- 
ited States Department of Agricultur-j 
ban found It worth while to send oth- 
ers (2 at present) to work with them 
along special lines and a biologist 
makes six men giving full time to 
such work Then there are a host 
of emifloyed men and students and 
village boys who are giving more or 
less of their time to the farm and or- 
chards and stork pens. 

The students, a third of whom are 
from Hongkong, are taught to work 
in the gardens, to plough, to milk, and 
to do whatever they may teach oth- 
ers to do later. Th'y may becom- 
sdsntRk farmers on a large scale, or 
teachers of a«r cul'ure, or edllorst of 
nuriciilturat papers, or agrlculturtil 
sdytsors for country districts or vll- 
li.Kcs. In any case they w^ll havi 
ftrpi-hnnd know'tedee and actual «?x- 
pfrience.

Howard M. Nash, of 
Palmyra, Town, a member of the vo- 
cational training detachment, died 
Wednesday night R. O, Taylor, pro- 
fessor Of history and civics, succumb .

H. Ball, Instructor In woodwork, died 
early Thursday morning, from don- 
hle pneumonia developed from Influ- 
enza, 'He has been a member of the 
college faculty since 1913. 

Praises Co.0peratJon 

According to Dean Mary Pierce 
Van Zlle, who >ls chairman of a com- 
mittee from the faculty, appointed by 
President Jardine to cooperate with 
the military department and the local 
Red Cross In caring for the influenza 
patients, tbe situation has been ade- 
quately met The relief work has 
been untiringly carried on and the co- 
operation of all who have been asked 
to help or those who have volunteer- 
ed has been splendid. As a result the 
iioys who have taken the disease have 
had good care In hastily but well 
equipped hospitals. 

The Red Cross of Wleuita has been 
Instrumental in furnishing trained 
nurses for the present epidemic so 
that each 6. A. T. C. hospital has been 
supplied with s competent nurse on 
each floor. Volunteer nurses from 
among the women members of the 
faculty and from the town have done 
efficient work under the trained su- 
pervisors. An equal amount of praise 
is also due the students detailed from 
the Training corps to assist at the 
hospitals, who have faithfully carried 
on their duties. 

Tbe epidemic of lnfluensa has not 
been prevalent among the women stu- 
dents of the college as only three 
cases have been reported. Miss 
Pearl and Miss Ruby Parkburst and 
Miss Ada Robertnon have gone to their 
homea after slight attacks of the dis- 
ease. Among the faculty members 
cases which have been reported re- 
cently are those of Miss Ethel Bond 
and I. V. lies.

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The American soldier at leisure ha 1 * 
proved niuiselr about us much of a 
success as the American soldier at 
the from. 

Since the first American leave cen- 
ter was established uud opened at 
Alx-les-Balncs, on the edge of the 
French Alps, along last February, Just 
one maa of the thousands who have 
tome, hud their stay, und gone, has 
committed a breech of deportment re- 
gulations serious enough to warrant 
his being returned to bis company. 

And this man tan unrfbulance driv- 
er) after returning, abandoned hi* 
ambulance in No Mou'a Land, walked 
hack to beudnuarters and announce.! 
that he was a fish, and Is now under 
Observation that his mental condition 
may be determined. So ho, probably 
shouldn't be counted. 

The behavior of the men who have 
spent their leans at Aix hoe been the 
moat remarkable feature of the rather 
remarkable plan the American Army 
decided upon by which to provide 
rest places. For nearly half a year 
now the average run of the Amer- 
ican Army has been passing through 
Aix — largely men fresh from strenu 
ous weeks of hardship and mental 
strain at the front— and they not only 
have kept out of punishment, hut they 
have joined the more or less exclu- 
sive circles of civlllau guests on a 
basis of equality. 

It Is not because the wherewithal 
Isn't present. The cafes at Aix are 
as Inviting— maybe a little more bo— 
than the coles in most other parti 
oi France. They keep open a little 
later, and they are well patronised )>y 
visitors, including soldiers, but 111 
hasn't resulted In a wave of drunk 
ennesa. The Y. M, C. A. has taken 
over the famous Aix Casluo and 
among other activities, it sells lemon- 
ade at the canteen. Lemonade and 
beer are obtainable with equal facil- 
ity, and the sales of lemonade aver- 
age 3,000 glasses a day, something 
over one per man. Statistics on the 
beer and light wine consumption are 
not available. 

They are telling a story at Aix of 
two gentlemen who arrived a few 
weeks ago. They were there, they 
explained, to Investigate social con* 
dllions Tbey had a series of blanks 
for recording statistics on the social 
shortcomings of the soldiers. Tbey 
.-left with one entry— one drunk, be- 
lieved insane. 

Every soldier arrives at Aix with 
a grouch. Psychologists might sup- 
ply a scientific explanation, but it 
seems to a lay mind to be due to the 
all-night train ride which precedes 
arrival, a general suspicion that there 
must be a joker somewhere In the 
leave scheme, and the fact that Aix 
does not make Us best Impression 
1 from the depot. 

Incoming soldiers are marched 
from the depot to the A. P. M. of- 
fice, where they pass through a lln*, 
present their orders and receive their 
assignment to a hotel. The room 
assignment business renews the bus 
plclon. The fact is that it is deemed 
necessary to avoid confusion, and 
there Isn't supposed to be any differ 
ence m the rooms anyhow. 

.After that the soldiers are expect 
ed to get the same treatment at the 
hotels as the guests. They get three 
meals a day (French breakfast — eggs 
«xtral. and eat 'era right off a china 
plate. By the morning of the second 
day in Aix the grouch disappears and 
doesn't return. 

To a man just from the field, a 
bed with sheets and an "up to your 
ears' French mattress is sometimes 
a thing not to be adopted too sud- 
denly. 

One scandalized landlady entered a 
soldier-guest's room one morning and 
found him sleeping on the floor wrap- 
ped up In the window curtain. It 
is doubtful if she com prongs his ex- 
planation yet 

Another soldier woke up. saw the 
sub coming In the window, dressed in 
two minutes, shaved la one. and rush. 



"I'm not getting up today," he said. 
i had breakfast and dinner in bed and 
I gave the gareon a franc to bring 
up my supper. i wish the top could' 
ste me now." 

Ordinarily a soldier doesn't appear, 
at the leave center with any more ' 
liaggage llian the law allows. One. 
man arrived with a pair of extra sock3 ' 
and a rifle. Why the rifle? This ' 
was his explanation: 

-It's a souvenir. Oh, it still sboot„ 
all right, and 1 m going to use it for 
the rest oi the war, and after that—

Prehn. extension poultry husbandman 
of the department of agriculture and 
tliu intension department of K. S. A 
C. "Since 177G America has stood for 
liberty ami freedom, hut not without 
great sacrifice and suffering. This 
world war la no exception . We must 
buy liberty bonds, war stamps, etc. 
We must furnish other things with 
money. Money cannot be eaten. Money 
la valueless If there is nothing It can 
buy. And here is where the farmer or 
anyone interested In poultry can be of 
great help. 

"More poultry is greatly needed and 
will be for u long time. To those who 
will be careful and will raise what can 
be taken care of properly, a satisfac- 
tory profit is assured. The call for 
American food and feed will be great 
for years to come." said Mr. Prehn. 
"and the rederal and slate govern- 
ments should see that all should do 
their best to produce." 

"November is really the month of a 
big drive to begin In the poultry busi- 
ness, after the fine preparation 
through the month of October with all 
the weaklings eliminated, when every 
hen is In fine fettle, the egg yield 
should increase. 

"With eggs very high and increasing 
in price." said Mr. Prehn. "the big 
drive should net many dollars. The 
United States government will need 
hundreds of dozens of eggs for the sick 
and wounded soldiers who will be re- 
turning from the front."

"What Are We Going to Do About 
It?" is the slogan adopted by Kansas 
for the United War Work campaign, 
November 11 to 18. ir this slogan be- 
longs to Kansas. It belongs likewise 
to K. S. A. C. and the Aggies have 
agreed to do something about it by 
pledging $12,000 to the United War 
Work fund. 

The K. 8. A. C. pledge of last year 
to the Student Friendship War Fund 
was $8,000. 007 girls pledged on an 
average -61 $7.72 each, and 542 men an 
average of $6.92. 220 faculty and 
employees out of 400 on the pay roll 
gave mi hh iivcri'KP ol $13 97 each.

"One of the moat Important prob- 
lems confronting the farmer after a 
period of war Is the stability of 
prices of farm products." said D. Theo- 
dore Mack tin, professor or agricultu- 
ral economics. During the past two 
or three years the prices of farm 
products have been unusually high, ow- 
ing to shortage of crops, not only la 
tbe United States but In other lands, 
and the shortage of ocean transporta- 
tion and to the enormously Increased 
consumption. 

"When peace comes again,'' con- 
tinues Dr. Mac kiln, "no doubt there 
will be marked fluctatlons during on 
indefinite period after which most 
prices will become more or less sta- 
barlzed. No one can see exactly whe- 
ther the new level of prices after the 
war will be' approximately as at pres- 
ent or considerably lower. However, 
most Indications are that for a con 
slderable period there will be rela- 
tively high prices, owing to the fact 
that (he devastated regions of Bel- 
gium, Russia, Serbia, Roumanla, north- 
ern France and Italy will not pro 
duce their normal output." 

"The shortage In these countries 
must be made up largely by the United 



the better lands, where profits are 
comparatively certain. Those who ari 
enabled to take new farms on poor 
lands, which with high prices pay a 
profit may find that after the war low- 
er prices will cause them to work 
with heavy losses. 

"In order to avoid the settling of 
any of our soldiers and sailors on 
lands which though profitably farmed 
during the first few years white prices 
are high will be farmed only at a loss 
should prices fall, every patriotic citi- 
zen of Kansas," said Dr. Mechlin, 
"should be vitally concerned In hav- 
ing a policy framed whloh will guide 
land settlements, agricultural labor, 
and the organization of agriculture 
during the reconstruction period. The 
ambition of local communities must 
now more than ever before make use 
of the principle 'Honesty is the best 
policy.' They must work out the mot 
to safely first along practical and 
economic lines, for example, each 
community should survey the causes 
both of failures and of successes of 
notably successful or unsuccessful 
farmers within Us neighborhood. Also 
a community should inform new com- 
ers of these facts, in order that they 
may elect to stay in a neighborhood 
with full knowledge of the dominant 
obstacles which they must meet be- 
fore success can be insured. 

"Some such program Is necessary 
before the boys returning home from

now in France. This enormous num- 
ber of men will undoubtedly tend tj 
make consumption above normal. 
When slab&lized conditions do come 
after the rehabilitations or devastated 
regions and the return or our soldiers, 
it then seems probable," said Dr. 
Macklln, "that a lower level of prices 
It altogether likely, 

"After the civil war the enormous 
Increase of farming due to the talcing 
up of new farms in the West and the 
enlarged supply of horse power an! 
the Invention of more efficient farm 
machinery, a great agricultural de- 
pression resulted, which reduced tbe 
profits of certain lines of commercial- 
ized farming around the world. As 
a result of the experience of past 
wars, farmers should be concerned 
with the possible effects of various 
kinds of reconstruction so far as they 
affect agriculture. 

"At the present time with high 
prices more land could he profitably 
farmed than there Is labor to mak.i 
use of. Should farm prices fall con- 
siderable areas of land could no long- 
er be worked with profit. The effect 
of an enormous increase of either th* 
numher of farm laborers or of farmers 
on poor lands may result In conditions 
Kitch as followed the civil war, reduc- 
ed prices, smaller profits to efficient 
farmers, and losses to farmers on the 
poorest lands. 

"Naturally aH the soldiers and sail- 
ors who return to agriculture as farm 
laborers will Increase production on 



waiting them, which promisee profit- 
able occupation Instead of failure 
which confronted so many of the sol- 
diers after the civil war. 

"Success for the farmer comes 
through organization effected in ad- 
vance of performance. The American 
farmer today,' concluded Dr. Macklln, 
"has an opportunity to prevent agrl 
cultural organization after the war by 
becoming sufficiently Interested be 
fore the war closes."

These specialists include mechanics, 
surveyors, electricians, radio opera- 
tors, telephone men. miners, and 
similar trades and occupations need- 
ed in the army. 

"This world war has been carried 
on by engineers and mechanics of 
various types to a greater extent 
than must people realize," said A, A. 
Potter, dean of engineering and di- 
rector of the vocational training here. 
•For Instance, in the firing of heavy 
guns. In the operation of the aero- 
planes which are- used in making lo- 
cations, in she observation balloor,

FRATERNITY LI FE TO BE REVIVED 

Recent (internment Ord«V grants Or- 
ganization* Former Rights 

Ot >l< t'llllk-. 



Fraternity life for K. S. A. C. boys 
will brighten 1 up again as a late gov- 
ernment order states that meetings 
may be held as formerly. Some time 
ago, an official order from Washing- 
ton stated lhat traternitles should dis- 
continue all business, social and other 
gatherings. This was done because It 
was believed to be the best poller 
when all attention should be turned 
towards a military line. 

But now that the Intense military 
training is slowing np. the fraterni- 
ties have been granted their former 
rights It will be some time before

"S. A. T. C. unit will continue and 
military and academic work will also 
continue without interruption, regard- 
less of armistice. Plans have been 
prepared for the future of S. A. T. C, 
under conditions brought about by the 
armistice, and these plans will be sent 
to you and the college authorities. Ad- 
vise college authorities of this wire." 
The above telegram was received 
by the commandant of the students' 
army training corps here on November 
12. Following Its instructions, new 
men have been accepted for the S. A. 
T. C. But there seems to be some con- 
traction to the telegram, as an offi- 
cial Washington dispatch on Novem- 
ber 13 said lhat the future of the S. A. 
T. O. had not been planned as yet. 

The main purpose of the S. A. T. C. 
Is to prepare men for officers' train- 
ing; camps. A Washington dispatch 
says lhat O. T. C.'s are to be discon- 
tinued. The dispatch says: 

"Orders were issued today by the 
war department, discontinuing the 
accepting ot applicants for the central 
officers' training camps and stopping 
Ihe 1 organization of any new classes. 
There are now approximately 100,000 
men in training at these camps, op- 
erating on a monthly class basis. 

"The November classes will be dis- 
continued and a decision is expected 
so. ii, as to whether present classes 
shall be continued to graduation. None 
of the additional training camps for 
officers that had heen planned will be 
established. 
S. A. T. C. Question Unanswered. 
"The future of the student officers 
(raining units in universities and oth- 
er schools also is npw being worked 
out. Secretary Baker said today that 
the question of the best way to s<op 
this work with the least disruption to 
the institutions involved is being con- 
sidered by ihe college officials asso- 
ciated with the government In the 
work anil also by the general staff. 

"A policy will be worked out, the 
secretory said, that will turn the col- 
leges back to their regular pursuits 
as quickly as possible, without caus- 
ing losses to the Institutions. It may 
be that the training work will con- 
tinue longer at some colleges than at 
others, while necessary readjustments 
are being made. 
L Haker Can't Answer. 

"Mr Baker Indicated that no defi- 
nite decision has yet been reached as 
to the future of various army divis- 
ions, now completely organized or be- 
ing formed at cantonments In this 
country. Asked If these organizations 
might see service In Europe, he said: 
'I cannot answer lhat.' 

"In this connection, however, It was 
learned that orders already issued ef- 
fectually check the development of 
those divisions which have not yet 
been fully organized. Transfers of of- 
ficers and other steps necessary to 
completing organization have been 
curtailed." 

Information has also been received 
through college authorities concern- 
ing the S. A. T. C. Dr. William Jat- 
dine, president of the college, received 
a telegram stating that regular work 
would continue In the S. A. T, C, es- 
pecially the college work will be con- 
tinued as usual. 

When the news of the signing of the 
armistice reached Manhattan, the en- 
tire town stopped Its regular routine 
and set out for a big celebration. The 
soldiers in the S. A. T. C. were not to 
, be outdone, and so a big review was 
J given at Ihe city park. The 1.100 Ac- 
! gle soldiers passed in review before 
Captain Sturges. It was an impressive 
review. The S. A. T. C. band furnish- 
ed the music. 

When the civilian members return- 
ed to school Monday, they were due 
for a disappointment, as were the men 
in the S. A. T. C. The disappoint- 
ment was caused by the fact that no 
civilians are allowed in classes where 
there are S. A. T. C. students. The 
purpose of separating the classes was 
to give the S. A. T. C. students a 
chance to lake subpects that will help 
them In a military way as well as in 
an educational way. Then, too. the 
S. A. T. C. boys have a week's work 
advantage of the civilian students.

OUR BOYS STILL_NEED BACKING 

Myron Clark Tells Aggies "i "After 
Hie War" Requirements. 



Myron Clark, international Y. M. C 
A. worker, who addressed the special 
t'nited War Work assembly on Wed- 
nesday morning, emphasized the new 
Importance of the organizations which 
look after the welfare of the Ameri- 
can soldier abroad. 

"We can no longer say lhat we ars 
met together in the interest of win- 
ning the war," said Mr. Clark. "The 
war is over but there still rests upon 
us the obligation of backing up the 
boys who have been representing U3 
on the Western front. It is our duty 
to gel them back to their own voca- 
tions as quickly as possible. 

"The seven organizations of the 
I 'nil i»d War Work campaign are not 
asking money for self organization, 
equipment, or current expenses. While 
the amount neded may seem a big 
sum. every cent is for our boys and ii 
Is only one per cent what the war 
has cost for one year. 

"Every one of these organizations 
has been tried and found efficient by 
the Government, They are not ask- 
ing their own Ideas of what is need- 
ed, but for amounts approved by the 
Government. The di mobilization per- 
iod Is to be all important. There 
will be long hours of dejection and 
homesickness, for the men will have 
much more leisure time. Many months 
will be required to get the men back 
from the Interior of Burope with the 
present condition of transportation 
facilities. 

"The fnted War Work organiza- 
tions have planned many educational 
features In order that our men will 
noi lose lhat yaar or two years which 
must be spent away from home. It 
Is our duty to support these organiza- 
tions that we may help in the daily 
lives of our representatives over 
there."

It Is the belief now ihat all units 
of the Students* Amiy Training Corps 
will be demobilized before next June 
altho any^statemenl to the effect is 
as yet unofficial. However, ■l-jm.rJiill- 
tatton of all troops In this country 
will commence soon and will be In lite 
following order: 

1. Spruce production division. - 

2. Conscientious objectors not un- 
der arrest 

3. Central training schools for of- 
ficers, with soini! modifications.

Combat divisions, 
report of the Associated press 
dated from Washington, states that 
S. A. T. C. units will be held until 
neit June. This Is conflicting with 
other lu format ton, Aggie soldiers 
have given up the Idea of trying to 
find when they will Be discharged. 
Part of the men in the S. A. T. C. 
here expect to return to civilian lite 
By. the end of this week, These men 
are the naval rserves who are now 
drilling in Company Five under Lieu- 
tenant Clift. l 
Bark to Civilian Life 2 

There nrc twenty-one "Jackles" In 
Company Five nnd all but three of 
these spent three months at the Great 
Lakes training school. An official re- 
port staled that these men in the na- 
val reserve would be given a chance 
to voluntarily withdraw from the ser- 
vice at once. Dean Poller has sent a 
telegram to Washington, asking that 
the twenty-one Aggie "Juckles" be 
discharged at once This will give 
them the opportunity of resuming 
their studies in the college. 

All men who are discharged from 
the S. A. T. C. may not return to civ- 
ilian life. It will all depend on wheth- 
er the individual wishes to continue 
military training. This is well ex- 
plained in a report from Washington 
which says: 

"Steps already have been taken to- 
ward the organization of the perman- 
ent army. Alt men now In the army 
have been or will be offered an hon- 
orable discharge from the emergency 
enlistment and an immediate re-en- 
llatment In the jiew forces. A fur- 
lough of one month will he Riven as 
an incentive to re-enllstment 

Maj Wear I niionn Three Months. 

"It was announced that Congress^ 
will he asked to give each man dis- 
charged from the army, regardless of 
whether he re-enlists a bonus of one 
month's salary. ^General March point- 
ed out also, that all soldiers are en- 
titled under law to wear their uni- 
forms for three months after dis- 
charge. This will ^nake less diflicutt 
the Immediate task of supplying civ- 
ilian clothing to the /demobilized ar- 
my. 

"There are n«rw in the United States 
1.790. in"" 1 me'n under arms, General 
March said. Orders *hich will result 
In the tmmedlate demobilization of 
100,000 men are already Issued and 
these men will be at their homes In 
the next two weeks. When the reduc- 
tion plan Is under full operation, the 
chief of staff explained, thirty thous- 
and men each day will be released 
from the army. Orders have heen 
cabled to General Pershing to begin 
the return at once of all casuals, sick 
and wounded, who can be moved, and 
convalescents. A steady stream of 
these men should begin Immediately 
to cross the Atlantic.

With TOO student h enrolled In the 
War Issues classes in addition to the 
S00 itudenta of the training detach- 
ment, eectftm B, who attend only „the 
war alma lectures, the department ol 
hlatory and civics baa had to bring In 
f cut rue tors from other department!. 

J. & Kammeyer, professor of econ- 
omic* ; H. W. Darts, professor of Eng- 
lish; F. D. Merritt, professor of so- 
ciology and economics; C). H. Burns, 
professor of public speaking, and H. 
Durham, professor of agriculture, all 
have classes In war alms. Mrs. W. H 
Andrews, who formerly taught In the 
department of history, bas been em- 
ployed for the remainder of this year 
A- ft Springer, attoraey-at-law, has 
been employed to teach military law 
as well as business law. Each mem- 
ber of the department Is teaching 20 
houn a week and all have large clas- 
ses. All classes of but eight to 10 
members have been discontinued. 
Coarse In Two Parts. 

The war Issues course, wbicb was 
formerly called war alms, la divided 
Into two 1>arts. The first part Is a 
study of modern Europe . The course 
is almost identical .with the regtilar 
cturae of modern Europe and traces 
the evolution of the modern European 
nations since 1814 up to the consider- 
ation of peace terms of tbe present 
"war. In fact, this war Issues class 
may be substituted for the regular 
coarse in modern Europe, or the 
course In American hlatory III. deal- 
ing with events from tbe Civil War 
down to now. 

The second part of the course is a 
com para tire study of tbe governments 
of the world, especially comparing the 
allied governments with those of the 
central powers. This course may be 
substituted for the regular course in 
American government, or the course 
on comparative government, with 
which It is also Identical. A study of 
the philosophy or governments Is be- 
tnetnded with both the war Issues 



well prepared to take up tbe present 
work. "We consider ourtelvta very 
fortunate In securing the service* of 
Mrs. Andrews at this time, ' comment- 
ed Professor Price. 

No plans have yet been made to fill 
the place left vacant by the death of 
Professor Taylor. ' *. 



Hew Requirement*. 
- The entire war alms course is being 
tf ratnlred of the 9. A T. C. A military 
\l#w and practice course was also ad- 
ded V> the 9. A T. C. requirements, 
and tfiese courses are taught by the 
hlatoty and civics department. These 
eonrsea for the S. A. T C. require 
three recitation hours a week through- 
out the year. Less work is required 
of the training detachment, section B 
men, who are required to attend only 
the lecture work. 

Pan-American history, a two-hour 
course taught by Professor James. 
treats of the history, government, and 
fnduatrlal conditions of Mexico. South 
America and Canada. This course Is 
being Offered for tbe second time. "It 
la purely elective In all courses. 

The rapidly changing history and 
government of nations Is making the 
study of history one of real and vital 
Interest to students, 

"Princes have always had a* thor- 
ough training in history and civics. 
Now that we, are entering an age of 
democracy, the people must have this 
training If they arp to govern wisely 
and well.

Aggie students will be allowed one 
week for Christmas vacation. That 
was the decision recently reached by 
a meeting of the council of deans. The 
winter holidays will extend from De- 
cember 21 to December 30. , 

This order applies to both college 
students and members of the S. A. T. 
C, but the latter period of leave is set 
by the government and the general 
college vacation time has been set at 
the same dates. College will close at 
6 o'clock Saturday. December 30. as 
scheduled In the college catalog cal- 
endar, but will reopen one week 
earlier limn there listed. 

On account of the time lost from 
the recent Influenza epidemic, it was 
known that the Christmas vacation 
would be shortened, hut no announce- 
ment has been made by college au- 
thorities, as a decision of the Board 
of Administration on the .matter has 
been awulted. The following was re- 
ceived from Wilbur N. Mason, acting 
secretary of the hoard: 

"After correspondence with the 
heads of the several educational insti- 
tutions relative to the continuation of 
school work through the usual holi- 
day recess, the board has decided that 
on acconnt of condition s laid down by 
the war department tn regard to the 
students' army training corps, and In 
consideration of special circumstan- 
ces peculiar lo each institution, no 
general rule shall be made. 

"It appears more likely to serve the 
best interests of all concerned if each 
Institution plans Its holiday decess as 
seems to it desirable." 

The present college semester will 
close Saturday. January 25, as or- 
iginally planned. The time lost through 
the month of quarantine will be made 
up through shortening the holiday re- 
cess by one week and by employing an 
intensified course of study in all sub- 
jects. It Is necessary to do this that 
the work of the second semester may 
be carried on in normal order. 

Issues Agricultural Pamphlet. 
The agronomy department has just 
issued a circular containing material 
which Is expected to be an aid to high 
school teachers of agricultural 
courses.

This Is 
a portion of a letter received by Pres- 
ident Jardine from E. L. HoHon, wbo 
Is in rehabilitation service In France, 
The letter was written November 4. 

Dr. Holton further says: "I know 
] shall be over here for several 
months, anyway. After I bad finished 
the Investigations In England and 
France the government cabled me to 
remain over here and organise the 
work lor the federal board in tbe hos- 
pitals of France. I am doing that work 
-now. I have an office In the Ameri- 
can Red Cross building. I shall have 
four men In the office here and as 
many men In tbe hospitals as 1 can 
get. I could use 200 if I had them. 

"We do not plan on giving courses 
over here, but only gelling the possi- 
bilities of a vocational education be- 
fore all of our war-disabled men. I 
expect to be out In the field much of 
the time. The army {chief surgeon) 
and the Red Cross have been ready to 
help in every way possible. I am hav- 
ing an opportunity to see the horrors 
of war, but the boys who have been 
wounded do not complain. They are, 
tor the most part, a jolly lot of boys, 
Their attitude is expressed by a fel- 
low I 'was talking to yesterday. 

"He had been shot through the face, 
crush nig his upper Jaw, also had .many 
Shrapnel wonnde in his body. He said 
that he was mighty lucky and was 
glad that the boche was a poor shot, 
or that he would have been where the 
boche is now. 

"Our boys are a fine lot of fellows. 
We have a homesick army, but the 
fellows do not want to go home until 
they have finished the job over here. 
It . looks now as it the end were in 
sight Here's hoping that It Is. My 
address will be American Red Cross, 
Paris." .

\ larg* majority of the Students' 
iruiy Training Corps men are now 
"flunking" In the college work Bui 
in ibis the college is making it easy 
for the men by giving them a chance 
i" bring up the grades within the 
■< xl six weeks. Assignments will not 
!■ as hard as usual and all inatrue- 
i»rs will give allowance to men in 
Ihe S. A. T. C. Besides this credit 
towards graduation will he given for 
ill military work that the R A. T. C. 
*t mlents have done. 

Cotton authorities have figured out 
ih:n by making the usual amount of 
■-ri'dlts after the men are out *»f the 
s \ T. C„ they will graduate as In 
normal times. No exira work will Be 
imnoned on the students. So any stu- 
deat who stops school after he Is out 
of the s A T. C. will simply be los- 
ing a semester's work and will also 
as sacrificing about |500. 



The concert program by Miss Elsie 
Smith, Instructor In piano, and Clif- 
ford Johnston, lyric tenor, Instructor 
In voice, at the auditorium Sunday af- 
ternoon was a decided success. 

Miss Smith's technique was dis- 
tinctive and pleasing.

"Caprice Burlesque," by Oabrllowltsch 
with Its rollicking good humor, was In 
moat effective contrast to the "Nor 
turne." 

Mr. Johnston's heavy number was 
his first, "Ah! Fuyex. Douce Image" 
(Manonl. by Massenet, which delight- 
ed his audience. 

Mr. Johnston's voice seemed a per- 
fect Instrument for the conveyance of 
the subtly sweet, vague, exquisitely 
shimmering melodies of his second 
group of songs— "Expectancy." by 
Stickles, "Aedh Wishes for the Cloths 
of Heaven." by Fogel, "Murmuring 
Zephyr, Perfumed Air." by Jensen, 
and "Onaway, Awake Beloved." from 
Hiawatha's Wedding Feast, by Cole- 
ridge Taylor.

Raseball Is Doubtful. 

There may be no such thing as a 
baseball schedule this year. Nation- 
ally, baseball leagues are all "on the 
blink," and arenow having a difficult 
task In allenrpUng *to organize. Fi- 
nances are low in all the leagues. The 
athletic association here Is in such a 
condition that nothing more than bas- 
ketball can be promised. While there 
is some good material here for a base- 
ball team, the money question will 
have to be settled first. And at pres- 
ent things look mighty black for base- 
ball prospects. 

Football Is Over. 
Coach Clevenger for some time 
thought a football game could be 
scheduled to be played here on Decem- 
ber 7. But the last Aggie football 
game was played at K. U. on Thanks- 
giving day when the Wildcats not only 
lost to the Jayhawkera but also sacri- 
ficed the valley championship. Ne- 
braska has the rightful claim to the 
Missouri valley championship this 
year, according to doapsters. But not 
a sufficient number of scheduled 
games were played to lest the real 
ability of all the teams. 

To Held Conference Soon. 
The annual valley conference should 
be held at Kansas City this week but 
as yet no word has been received by 
authorities in the college here. At 
this conference the basketball sched- 
ule for this year will be decided upon 
The baseball question will be decided 
at the same time.

"Th 35th was called into the St. 
Mlhie drive as a reserve force," tbe 
letter days, "We were subjected to 
shell lire without a chance to tight 
back, but it was such a cinch that the 
front line division had very tew cas- 
ualties so they shipped us away In 
truck*, to the sector opposite the Ar- 
gonne forest. Then things began to 
pick i. ii 

French Had Lost 1*400 There, 

"We were inspected carefully and 
fully equipped and on Septlember 33 It 
was announced that we were to attack 
on the 23d as the front line division. 
We were told It was the strongest po- 
sition the Germans had; that the 
French had lost 33,000 men trying to 
take It. 

"The morning of the 24in I was de- 
tailed to go with tbe commanding of- 
ficer as brigade liaison agent and 
scout. 1 was to go out on the front 
lines, locate them, note anything of 
importance, spot boche batteries and 
machine gun nests and get the Infor- 
mation back to brigade headquarters 
so the artillery could t!etu them ?nC 
As I had to cross open fields I was un- 
der fire continually from machine 
guns rifles and artillery.

Soldier,, Hmhe Second 
ernntent Pay. 

Today all the uoldlera c the cda-- 
pus are gleefully digging Into their 
pockets and 'rattling the coin ' in a 
Joyous fashion. Last night was psy 
day— not pay night— and so the sol- 
diers are flushed with money. The 
prompt nes with which the soldiers 
here are paid pleases all greatly as 
In many of the camps the soldiers' 
pay Is delayed for several months. 

This Is the second time the Aggie 
soldiers have been paid. Over I2J.0OO 
was paid out the last time and las*. 
night it required more than that as 
many of the soldiers received * re- 
fund for the money they paid in on 
Liberty Bonds. But this Is tbe last 
pay day for the Aggie soldiers and so 
they are marching about with their 
hands in their pockets and jingling 
the "coins to beat the hand." 



4$luas started on the morning at 
the 25th. Large shells dropped close 
enough to me to cover me with dust. 
I saw men falling on both sides of me, 
but a queer feeling came over me and 
I could see men killed and mangled 
right before my eyes, and I never even 
stopped walking. By the end of the 
second day, however, everybody's 
nerves began to get frayed. 

Gassed and Knocked Down. 

"We were driving ahead all the time, 
but at a fearful cost. Because of the 
censor I can't tell the total loss of of- 
ficers and men, but the number was 
large, and the tow who came out alive 
never expect to go through another 
scrap like that and get back. I was 
slightly gassed twice and knocked 
down by a shell. I still feel the effect 
of tbe gas. but I never went to the hos- 
pital, because they were overcrowded 
with severe cases. 

"By the end of the fourth day every- 
one was going ahead in a sort of coma 
—Jnst on their nerve. In giving my 
reports I would have to repeat them 
two or three times, because I couldn't 
talk with sense and the other people 
couldn't keep their mind on what I 
was saying. Oh, It was tiercel I saw 
them sleeping in puddles of mud. in 
shell holes, with their heads on their 
packs to keep them out of the mud 

"We had five days of this before we 
were relieved. Some of the men didn't 
get back tor three or four days, they 
were so exhausted. I got back safely, 
by the grace of God; that is the only 
way I can account for It. 

"We are resting In a quiet sector 
They are sending us new troops to fill 
the division. The 139th Infantry re- 
ceived 35 new officers to help fill the 
gaps caused by tbe Argonne battle." 

Captain Dudley was cited for brav- 
ery In the recommendation that led to 
his captaincy in the office of adjutant 
of the 139th Infantry. He is a former 
K S. A. c. student. ' 



GRAIN WITHOUT HARVESTERS 

Major MarDermot Tells of His Trai- 
ela In Russia, 



Traveling through Russia and learn- 
ing of the life or the Russian people 
is an education in itself, according to 
Major W. B. MacDermott. who ad- 
dressed the Sscience club Saturday 
night at its December meeting in the 
Domestic Science building. 

Major MacDermoW was born and 
reared in Canada and was a practlc 
Ing surgeon when called to stunts) for 
war work, one year ago last June 
After arriving In Petrograd it took 
him three or tour days to get a ticket 
I to leave town. 

ik. was placed In charge of g i«i»- 
sian hospital at Kieve and later was 
transferred to the front. By that 
lime Russian soluiers were coming 
back from the front and the trains 
ward so crowded that if one did get 
on he could not move. 

There was such a shortage of surg 
eons that men wkh broken limbs and 
other wounds were known to lie for 
two months without attention. There 
were no trained nurses and the wort; 
was done by Russian practical nurses 

Major MacDermott told of seeing 
miles and miles of beautiful wheal 
fields south of Petrograd but there 
was nobody to harvest the grain ex 
cept the women who were mowing 
with scythes. He told of how far Rua 
sia was behind our country In 
lines of development.

The first soldier to leave tbe service 
In the students' army training corps 
here will receive his discharge papers 
tomorrow. When an 8. A. T. C. man 
leaves the service he takes with him 
one complete uniform, Including an 
overcoat. However, the rumor that a 
soldier Is to receive a month's pay in 
advance at the time of his discharge 
Is untrue. Upon leaving the army a 
soldier is paid up to the date of his 
discharge. This will hold true In dis- 
charging all men In the S, A. T. C. 

Company commanders are busy now 
preparing all the discharge papers and 
also figuring up the final amount of 
money that will be given to each man. 
The government will have to refund 
many of the liberty bonds that the sol- 
diers took out as the men in the ser- 
vice do not intend to complete the 
payments. When the loan campaign 
was made among the S. A. T. C. men 
Ihe bonds were sold and to be paid on 
tbe Installment plan, a monthly 
amount being taken out of the pay. 
Two months' installments have been 
paid on each bond. Now ifte govern- 
ment gives each bond subscriber the 
liberty of withdrawing the money that 
he has already paid, or completing bis 
payments on the bond by January 1. 
A majority or the men are taking back 
what money they have already paid 
In. If this average Is held In the GOO 
S. A. T. C. organizations, the govern- 
ment will have to refund about fif- 
teen million dollars In subscriptions 
Hits Schools Hard, 
The closing of the 8. A T. C. In over 
500 colleges in the United States will 
bit the college funds mighty hard. At 
a conference in New Jersey of college 
authorities It was stated that unless 
many of the S. A T. C. men stayed in 
school after they were discharged 
from the service the colleges would 
have trouble In the way of finances. 
Every means is being token here to 
persuade the men to stay In school 
May Get Winter Uniforms, 
At Camp Funston every man, when 
he receives bis discharge. Is equipped 
with winter as well as summer uni- 
forms. If the winter uniforms are re- 
ceived hers in time, the 3. A. T. C. 
men will get their winter uniforms. 
These uniforms may be worn tor four 
months after the soldiers are dis- 
charged from the service. 

Taking In Equipment. 
Much of the equipment that the sol- 
diers have been using Is being turned 
back and checked In by the quarter- 
master. No guns aVe seen on the cam ■ 
pus any more. Each man has turned 
In one uniform, including a coat, trous- 
ers, shirt and one pair of shoes. The 
men were Issued new shoes several 
days ago and so the pairs that were 
returned have ail been old. This ma- 
terial Is being checked In now In order 
that all will he straightened out when 
tbe discharges arc given. 

It will require over two weeks' time 
to complete tbe demobilization Twenty 
men are to be taken from each com- 
pany a day, or 100 soldiers will be 
mustered out each day. There are 
over 1.200 men In the SAT. C. here 
so it will take just two weeks to com- 
plete the work. A few men will be 
kept longer In order to help In the 
checking out of material and to help 
complete all the records.

B O. Severson, associate professor 
of animal breeding In the agricultural 
college, died ot influenza Wednesday 
morniag at the Charlotte Swift hos- 
pltal. He had been III only two days, 
but bad not been H *<*»<* health tor 
some Ume. 

Pro feasor Severson and his family, 
consisting of wife and baby, moved to 
Hnf.fr atmn from State College, Pa., 
September 1. He made numerous 
friend*, both In the college and city, 
during hla short residence here, and 
impressed everyone as a faithful and 
efficient worker and a aobolar of the 
highest type. 

Professor Severson received his 
bachelor's degree (rom the University 
of Wisconsin and his master's degree 
from the University or Pennsylvania, 
and bad completed almost enough 
work In the University of intnois to 
receive the highest scholastic degree, 
doctor of philosophy. 

For eight years be waa a member ot 
the animal husbandry department of 
the Pennsylvania State college, being 
engaged largely in work relating to 
the maintenance of beef cattle and 
aheep. On this spbject he published 
a number of exceptionally valuable ar- 
ticles, among which are "The Main- 
tenance of a Beef Breeding Herd;"

In the course of 
his work gradually turned his atten- 
tion to the study of genetics. Recog- 
nising bis ability In this line, the Kan- 
sas State Agricultural college select- 
ed htm to have charge of the teaching 
and Investigative work In genetics and 
animal breeding.

Student Health Physician Issue* 
Warning to Girts. 

"Precaution should be used by stu- 
dents In keeping disease germa out of 
the swimming pool," said Dr. C. M. 
Siever, student health physician. 

"The water in the pool Is changed 
once a week and is treated dally with 
a chemical substance In order to de- 
stroy disease germs. If no precaution 
is used by students In keepnlg such 
germs out, It will take much more of 
such chemicals, and even then It may 
not be possible to keep the pools In the 
proper condition. The following rules 
will be observed: Get a pass card 
from the physical director, take a 
cleansing bath, with plenty of soap, 
under the shower bath before getting 
Into the pool, do not go In if you have 
a cold or any trouble which causes a 
discharge from nose, mouth, ears or 
eyeso do not blow your nose or "hawk 
and spit In the pools, do not stay in 
the pool until you are chilled. Girls 
should avail themselves of the hair 
dryers after coming out of the pool or 
using the bath, so that the head Is 
practically dry before leaving the 
building."

The city 
schools will undoubtedly obey orders, 
but the college is governed only by the 
state board. 

The closing of the college will prob> 
ably not niake any difference In de- 
mobilising the soldiers on the hill 
However, the S. A. T. C. men will prob- 
ably not be allowed to attend classes 
either. 

A statewide closing order, which 
will Include all colleges and other- 
schools, picture shows and other luiafc- 
ness places, may be Issued at any time 
In the near future because ot the rapid 
spread of Influenza 

William M. Jardlne, president, who 
Is In Topeka, aald In an Interview 
over the telephone yesterday after- 
noon: "The college will not take the 
Initiative In closing. However, if a 
statewide closing order Is Issued the 
college will close with the order."

There are now 100,000 cases of In- 
fluenza in the state and evrey day the 
disease is spreading more rapidly. Is 
many localities the "flu" Is worse this 
time than It was recently when all the 
schools and some bnalness place* 
were cloaed for nearly a month. The 
Influenza is spreading rapidly la 
Manhattan and among college stn» 
dents here. There are nearly toe 
cases In the city and many of these are 
K. S. A. C. Btudents.

Influenza 
and pneumonia are much more pre- 
valent In the Manhattan puhlle 
schools than they are in K. S. A. C 
Prevslenl Here In IHOfl. 

This is not the first time that tbe 
influenza has be< n prevalent In K S 
A. C. In fact, In the early months ol 
1890 nearly half the students of the 
college were ill with the influenza, 
pneumonia and la grippe. At that time 
there were between 400 and &0A stu- 
dents and over 200 of them were in. 
But the school was not closed, so the! 
the recent quarantine caused the first 
closing or K. S. A. C. on account of 
disease.

K. S. A, C. is to re-establish the 
Reserve Officers' Training Corps 
which was instituted bare last year, 
a* soon as a commandant Is appoint- 
ed by the War department. 

lft the R O. T. C. three hours of 
miliary work are required each week 
durfng the freshman and sophomore 
years The men are furnished with 
uniforms for the first two years. Af- 
ter Ibis period of training men who 
choose; and are accepted by the War 
department and the president of the 
college, may continue in the Service 
These men are B ent to summer train- 
ing camps, not to exceed six weeks 
In length except In time of war. 
Mere Time Required, 

Those who are accepted for fur- 



two years are required to take five 
ho%rs of military work during the 
Junior and senior yean. During 
tola, time the men are allowed cer- 
tain pay. the orders Raying that "they 
may be furnished at the expense of 
the 1 UnJ:ed States, with commutation 
of subsistence at such rate not ex- 
ceeding the cost of garrison ration 
p'fJpcrlbed for the army, as may be 
fixed by the secretary of War, durlne 
th> remainder of the service In the 
Reserve Officers' Training Corps." As 
figured by Captain Mathews, former 
commandant, this would amount to 
something like 19. It is expected thai 
these students who elect further mili- 
tary training will furnish student of- 
ficers to drill the freshman and soph- 
omore men. Three hours per week 
will be spent in this manner and the 
TStiftv two hours 'be given over to thu 
study of military subjects. 

8. A. T. C Credits Assured 

At a recent meeting of the deans it 
was formally voted that all men in 
the S. A. T. C. who carried regular 
work, will be given credit tor IS 
semester hours toward graduation 
This le merely an assurance of credit 
for the military work taken In con- 
nection with the S. A. T. C. The 
men were assigned to 14 hours work 
besides military and 4 credit hours 
will be given for this. 

The majority of men enrolled In 
the S. A. T. C. were out by Decem- 
ber 12, but a number were retained 
to assist in the shipping of equip- 
ment, and tor clerical work. The 
last men were discharged on Decem- 
ber 17.

AL V. Conference. Votes to Throw Ont 
rasi jboouiMil Seasons Results. 



At a Missouri Vailey Conference 
meeting held in Kansas City Decern- 
uer 14, in which faculty representa- 
tives of the several schools of the 
valley sat, many changes In the eligi- 
bility ruies wer<* mane. Professor 
11, H. King of the Athletic Board rep- 
resented Uie Aggies. 

During footbai season no one but 
S. A. T. C. men were allowed to par- 
ticipate in collage atbleuca, „-„ — 
that the S. A. T. C. In a thing of the 
pats; these rules were done away with 
and the conference will be run on the 
pre-war status. This means that the 
freshmen who did so well in football 
the past" aeason, will not be allowed 
to play basketball. 

The changes made apply not only 
to basketbal but to football next year 
as well. However, the past foot- 
ball season will be thrown out, and 
a player will not loose his eligibility 
on account of those games. This al- 
lows the freshmen to play three more 
years and the upperclaesmen who had 
played two years of Varsity to con- 
tinue for one more year. Next year » 
freshmen will not be allowed to play 
Varsity football or basketball how- 
ever. 

A new end zone has bees created 
on Hie basketball court to take the 
place of the old "end circle." This 
zone, two feet in width, extends the 
full width of the court at each end. 
It Is thought that with this extra 
playing space behind tbe basket, play 
will be made faster. A held ball In 
this end zone Is given to the team 
defending that basket outside the 
boundary line. 

Grlnell College at Grinell, Iowa, was 
voted into the conference. This school 
has been petitioning for several years 
and It Is thought that It will be val- 
uable addition to the conference. St. 
Louis University at St. Louis, and 
Oklahoma l-nlverslty made applica- 
tion to be admitted to the conference 
but no action was taken on the appli- 
cation and it Is doubtful if action will 
be taken before next fall. Washing- 
ton Cnlversity and Drake University 
will be allowed to continue to play 
Freshmen for the rest of the year. 
The Aggies will not play Washington 
for this reason, but will play them 
if the Washington officials agree to 
meet the Aggies on equal terms. 
Drake has fewer men than ever be- 
fore, and the Aggies will meet them 
on their court February 12 and 13.

"Lieutenant Wells, who left the 
States for overseas service a year ago 
In August, was with the headquarters 
company of the 168th infantry, Rain- 
bow division. Last June he was gas- 
sed while at Badonvlller in the Lor- 
raine sector and was In the hospital 
until July 80, when be rejoined his 
regiment as they left the Chateau 
Thierry campaign. 

"They quickly moved to the St. Ml- 
hiel salient, for the drive In which Ed- 
ward was killed, on September 12./ He 
was on the right wing of the third bat- 
talion. He was advancing, with the 
major, and as they went over the top, 
passed over a slight raise, and started 
down the bill toward the wood and 
enemy trenches, a fragment of high 
explosive struck him. inflicting a fatal 
wound In Sis abdomen. He called to 
the runners, told them he was dying, 
that nothing could be done for of. 
and for them to go on and help the 
major. 

"Shortly afterwards, the pioneer pla- 
toon, following up the advancing line, 
laid hie body to rest In the northern 
edge of the Bole de Jury, to the north- 
west of Berncourt, and almost due 
east of St. Butsaant. These facts are 
taken from tetters received from Cap- 
, tain Need of the 188th. and Lieut. 
Henry A. Peterson, a Sigma Nu broth- 
er. Just a little excerpt from Lieu- 
tenant Peterson's letter shows that 
Edward was regarded as highly over 
there as he alwaya was here: 

" 'His untiring effort toward the ac- 
complishment of the end for which all 
are striving, was ever an Inspiring ex- 
ample to his men and comrade offi- 
cers. His devotion to duty, his love 
of right in all that the word symbol- 
ises, shall ever stand out as a height 
to which all may aspire, but few may 
attain Our company had lOBt its 
best officer and America a noble son.' " 
From 1'rofrssor Helton. 
A letter from E. L. Ho] ton, profes- 
sor of education and dean of summer 
school, who Is now in France in re- 
, habilitatton service, also speaks high- 
ly of the former Aggie man and foot- 
ball star 

From President Jsrdlne. 

The following letter ol sympathy 
waa seat by President W. M. Jardlne 
to tin mother of Eddie Wells: 

'•Among the ntmsrads of K. S. A. C, 
boys who answered the call of their 
country, none wns more widely known 
and more universally toved than Ed- 
die Wells. He stood In high esteem 
with students and faculty alike. He 
could always be depended upon to do 
^hls full share and more, uncomplain- 
ingly and wi:h a am Its It la a pity to 
lose each a One young American. We 
need him. and others like him. but It 
seemed that the supreme sacrifice 
was required of him. Never did young 
man fight and die. however, in a more 
Just and urgent cause. You may take 
comfort In knowing that your son did 
not die In vain, 

"Please accept my assurance of the 
sorrow of the Institution in tbe loss of 
one of our boys and our sincere sym- 
pathy In your hour of grief." 

"I Just read In the Kansas City Star 
for September 30 that.K. S. A. C. de- 
feated Baker In the first football 
game. Which remolds me of Eddie 
Wells. I had the* privilege of placing 
a bouquet of popples that I gathered 
bom the battle Held*" nearby, on bis 
grave. His comrades told me that be 
played the game on tbe battle field 
with the same undaunted courage and 
dash that he played football at,K. S. 
A. C. Whether be was facing the

An unprecedented enrolment in the 
agricultural and creamery short 
courses and the special mechanical 
courses is expected this week by the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. 
Dr. J. T. rVfllard, vice-president of 
the Institution, who is conducting the 
correspondence with prospective stu- 
dents, reports a very large number of 
inquiries concerning these course.*. 
The courses opened yesterday. 
Favorable Factors. 

A number of factors, it is antici- 
pated, will combine to Increase tbe 
enrolment. The success of the college 
In training soldiers Intensively In me- 
chanical subjects has called the at- 
tention of tbe psople of the state to 
the possibilities In various trades. The 
close of the war has released many 
young men who will wish to obtain 
training this winter for taking up 
skilled work in the spring. 

Elective System Popular. 

In the agricultural work, tbe com- 
plete adoption of the elec.Ive ay stem 
according to the plans of President 
W. M. Jardine and Dean F. D. Fur- 
rell has stimulated Interest among 
prospective students. There la now 
no fixed scheme of studies for tbe ag- 
ricultural short course. A student 
may specialize In those subjects In 
which he has real Interest, though It 
he prefers he may take a more gen- 
eral course embodying a variety of 
agricultural topics. The leading spe- 
cialists in the division of agriculture 
are cooperating In plans for the short 
course. 

Addresses by prominent agricultur- 
ists from tbe faculty and from out- 
side >he inmit.it ioi. will constitute a 
further feature of the course. 

Tbe creamery short course will pre- 
pare for actual creamery management. 
Hay Come at Any Time. 

Special attention has been directed 
to the special mechanical course.] by 
the dropping of any requirement that 
a student enter at a particular time. 
While It la boped that as many as 
possible will come on January 6, a 
student may enter at any time and 
stay as long or as short a time as he 
wishes. 

Experience in training soldiers has 
shown that intensive instruction for 
eigbt weeks will give proficiency in a 
mechanical trades and the courses 
have been arranged furnish this In- 
tensive Instruction. Carpentry, ma- 
chine work, electric wiring, radio 
work, automobile repairing, tractor 
operation, concrete construction, rosd 
building, and numerous other sub- 
jects are offered. 

Studen's who wish to do so will be 
permitted to live In the college bar- 
racks, and the institution will pro- 
vide lodging and meals at a low price. 



TO HELP REVISE TEST CODES 



Potter Given Important Appointment 
en Committee ef Nat'L Organization 

A. a. Potter, dean of engineering, 
has been appointed by the American 
Society of Mechanical Engineers to 
tttmberahip on the committee to r* 
vice the power test codes on complete 
steam power plants. This la one of 
the most important committees of the 
organization, and Dean Potter s seven 
associates on the committee include 
some of the most pr.imkent d"iwIk>*-.- 
Ical engineers in the United State*. 

Some time ago the council of the 
society decided that the power test 
codes should be revised and extended. 
Each code is to be referred to a com- 
mittee, the members of which hava 
been chosen with special reference to 
their expert knowledge of the respec- 
tive subjects. One or more members 
of tbe committee on power test codos 
have been accredited to each sp cial 
committee, the better to coordinate 
the work as It progresses and to in- 
terpret It when presented to the main 
committee. 

These committees are to report fin- 
ally to the committee on power test 
codes, which will suggest such 
changes as may be necessary to bring 
their work into consonance with the 
plan and policy of the society.

Five members of the K. 8. A, C. 
football team have been named for 
a place ^pa-the Missouri Valley con- 
ference lAr^lioll which has been 
establisheflcUB year to take the place 
ot the en atom of electing the best 
'players to the All Star Elevens, which 
has been abandoned because of the 
irregular season which the men nave 
Just struggled through. 

The Kansas Aggies named are 
Huston, Jolley, Bcgue, Gallagher and 
Hixson. 

In listing the men for the honor 
roil each coach's valuation of his own 
men has been given the greatest con- 
sideration. A great majority of the 
coaches were good enough to give a 
line on their own men and mention to 
the men on other teams whose play 
Impressed them. In cases where 
schools have been missed in listing 
the athletes, It is because no line 
could be obtained on the merits of the 
players. All athletes mentioned are 
men who would have been ln the 
running for positions on the Brat, 
second and third teams In a normal 
year, providing, of course, they would 
have been eligible under normal con- 
ditions. 

In picking men for the honor roll 
Missouri was given no consideration. 
Coach Schulte had a team at Mis- 
souri all season, but each game was 
postponed, the squad finally disband- 
ing without playing a game. 

Of all the guards in the valley, 
Huston of the Kansas Aggies prob- 
ably was tbe most valuable to his 
team.

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SILVER COINS BECOMING 

SCARCE IN NEW MEXICO 



Mexico City. Jan. V— Infinite annoy- 
ance lo every^resident and an appre- 
ciable loss to business houses has re- 
sulted from the virtual disappearance 
from circulation ot silver conis. These 
comprise half peso pieces and those ot 
20 and 10 centavos. The constantly 
Increasing price of silver has given 
speculators a chance to make enor- 
mous profits by cornering the silver 
coins for sale as bullion. When the 
shortage became noticeable the capital 
press printed stories on the disappear- 
ance of the coins. An immediate rush 
to hoard what coins remained then 
began. 

Persons without change are unable 
to make small purchases as many mer- 
chants will decline to sell if they are 
forced to give silver change for a 10 
or 20 peso gold piece,. The" govern- 
ment, to relieve the situation. Is rush- 
ing preparations to mint a new gold 
coins worth two and a half pesos.

Experiment Station Ism 
on Ceausvn Pool try 

Two new circulars published by the 
Kanaaa State Experiment station, are 
out this week. Circular number sev- 
enty on poultry treats the common! 
poultry diseases which are serious 
among large flocks. It also gives 
methods of prevention and control of 
these diseases, emphasizing pr e ren- 
in k preventative methods. This bul- 
letin was written by Dr. L. D. Bush- 
netl, head of the department of Bac- 
teriology and J. G. Jackley, who until 
recently was In charge of poultry dis- 
ease and investigation work here. This 
Is the first poultry publication the 
station has ever Issued. 

The other publication Is an Inspec- 
tion circular, number seven. This 
circular gives a statement of the re- 
sults of the analysis of Inspection earn 
pies of fertilizer* collected In thr'e 
spring and fall of 1907. Tt also gives 
statistics of the quantities of fertiliz- 
ers sold in Kansas during the last ten 
years, and the results of the analysis 
of theBe fertilizers.

PREPARES 1918 WEATHER REPORT 

Record Shewn I'easeal Amount of 
lUin Daring Last Three Mentha 

The wi-uti'r records for 1918 show 
the average temperature for the year 
to be ri'i.c degrees as compared to an 
average of 52. 28 degrees for 1917. The 
average maximum temperature In 1918 
was 6S :> degrees and for 1917 was 
64.9 degrees. The average minimum 
temperature for 1918 was 42.7 degrees 
while for 1917 was 39.6 degrees. The 
highest temperature for tbe year was 
1 1 2 degrees on August 3rd. The min- 
imum temperature was is dettrees be- 
low on January 12th. This makes 
the yearly range of temperatures for 
1918 130 degrees. Tbe greatest 
range of temperatures during the past 
sixty years aa shown by the College 
records is from ll» degrees to Juiy 
I860. The lowest —32 degrees in 
February, 1889, or giving tbe extreme 
range of temperatures at this station 
as 147 degrees. This range of tem- 
perature exceeds that of any other sis 
tlon in the United States. 

The to:al rainfall for this year was 
34.71 Inches, this being 3S inches 
above tbe normal annual rainfall. The 
total rainfall for last year was 26.89. 
The greatest deficiency in rainfall 
came In June and July when only 3.S4 
inches are recorded as compared with 
G ,48 Inches for 1917.

More than 6,000,000 old-fashioned 
American cook", s— tile kind mother 
used to make — were made in France 
and distributed with the compliments 
of the American Red Cross, during th-.- 
eight weeks immediately preceding 
and following the signing of the arm- 
istice. The cookies were made es- 
pecially for the, American soldiers in 
the Held, ffir'the wounded in hospitals 
and for distribution from scores of 
lied Cross canteens. Late advices 
from PbtIi are to the effect that the 
Red Cross officials do not think that 
che making of the cookies will be In- 
terfered with by the cessatlng of hos- 
tilities; possibly the boys In khaki 
will he able to relish them with great- 
er zest now that they are not so busy 
hammering back the Germans to 
where, they lifelong. 

So much has the demand increased 
sines the signing of the armistice, in 
fact, that It is planned to raise the 
om-put from ami, 000 to 700,000 a day. 
The cooky factory Is located at Nogent 
sur-Marne,, They are wrapped in 
brown paper packages,' each contain- 
ing six cookies. On the, cover is 
writteiWGIft of the American people 
Uirougb the American Red Cross," Th? 
best material obtainable is used in 
the baking, and the most expert of 
I'Yench cooka are employed. Forty 
persons are engaged in the bakery. 
and the work haa been carried on in 
two slilftH at the rate of twenty hours 
a day. There has been rivalry as to 
which worker could turn out the mo« 
packages in a day, the record being 
held by a Trench girl who wrapped 
2,000. containing 12.000 cookie*, 'the 
Red Cross supplies all the lard, nno 
flour that Is used.

WHAT IK TOUR MENTAL A«gl 

Many colleges are considering teat- 
lug students' nUnds b T the army testa 
which the Government employed at 
the camps during the war. As genera) 
intelligence tests these hare been 
proven very successful. The use of 
the tests htpsd to bring about the 
■election of the Intelligent mankind 
of the army tor the responsible posi- 
tions. 

Of 1.069,767 soldiers who were given 
s psychological examination between 
May l, and September 1, 1918, 1«,MS 
bad a mental age of g years or less, 
and 7,359 a mental age below 7 years. 
Many men of this' grade or mentality 
are so nearly normal In appearance 
that without an Intelligence test, their 
menial deficiency would long escape 
detection. By these tests the more 
Intelligent men were chosen as offlc- 
rs. 

The Government does not wish the 
teste made public but It may allow 
them to be used by the various col- 
leges over the United States. By the 
use of these tests colleges will be 
able to rate their students into class- 
es according to mental ability. The 
tests will also give a student the 
knowledge as to how he Is ranked as 
a student. Professors could use the 
tests on Individuals entering school, 
and by this means Instructors would 
t>e able to judge how much work 
should be required df individual stu- 
dents.

This system 
will take into account their profess- 
ional equipment, their education and 
their personal qualifications. This 
point system Is a little In the order of 
the rating system that was Inaugur- 
ated In the national army for classify- 
ing (be officers. 

All professors and Instructors In the 
University will hereafter be classified 
•rblo three classes. Under the educa- 
tional head, they will be judged by the 
knowledge of subjects taught and the 
ability to express their thoughts. 

Professional standing will be judged 
by their efficiency in the classroom.

Thirty-Two Havo Taken Treatment at 
College Doctor's Office, 

Tbe last of the series of three in- 
oculations being given by Dr. Slever 
iipainst influenza and pneumonia b - 
! gan last Friday. Thirty-two persons 
have been Inoculated. Of these thir- 
ty two persona, three have taken In- 
fluenza after the first inoculation, but 
none have taken pneumonia There 
Is one student who has taken pneu- 
monia but be had not been inoculated 
against It. 

There are three cases of diphtheria 
under the care of the college physi- 
cian. One caae fa out. The diph- 
theria cases have been quite light. 

On the whole, the inoculations 
again at pneumonia are considered sat- 
isfactory. Dr. E. C. Roaenow of the 
Mayo foundation for medical educa- 
tion and research who sent the vac- 
cine, states that heretofore broncho- 
pneumonia and pneumonia have been 
prevalent for some months following 
epidemics of influenza and pneumonia. 
He says: 

"It Is assumed that one series of In- 
jections will confer a relative Immun- 
ity to pneumonia and influenza for a 
period of perhaps six Or nine months.

For the fourth time, A. A. Potter, 
dean of the division or engineering, 
Kansas State Agricultural college.

lege association at the meeting held In 
Baltimore, Mil.. January 8 to 10. 

Dean Potter waa also made secre- 
tary of the Land Grant College En- 
gineering association; was appointed 
on the committee for the revision of 
the constitution of the Association of 
Experiment stationer waa appointed 
on the committee to Investigate the 
courses of study at land grant Insti-

!»■ mi Potter has given up his work 
M a mi mli -r of the committee on edu- 
cation and special training for the 
war department and Is now devoting 
his full time to the college. He was 
appointed as a member of the war de- 
partment committee last April for the 
duration of the war. 



Thursday afternoon at 4 o'clock a 
mass meeting of all girls of the col- 
lege will be held in the old chapel 
for the purpose of meeting Ida H. Og- 
llvie, director of the Woman's Land 
Army of America Miss Ogllvie will 
explain the purpose of the w. L A. A. 
and tell of the part the girls of this 
college may have in the movement. 

The Woman's Land Army of Ameri- 
ca is a voluntary organisation for In- 
creasing food production and works 
In cooperation with the Federal and 
State Labor bureau b. The organisa- 
tion came Into existence thru a meet- 
ing held in New York City In Decem- 
ber 1917 and now baa as Its members 
many college students who are inter- 
ested in carrying on the work bo im- 
portant at the present time. 

Miss Ida H. Ogllvie, professor of 
geology in Columbia University and 
Director of Recruiting In the colleges, 
la nationally recognized as one of the 
pioneers In the effort to Increase food 
production hy the use of unit groups 
of intelligent but unskilled women on 
the land. Miss Ogllvie baa been 
closely associated both with the ad- 
ministrative and practical end of the 
work since the first Inception of the 
Land Army Camps. As director of 
the woman's agricultural camp at 
Bedford, during the summers of 1917 
and 19 IS, Miss Ogllvie has gained an 
intimate knowledge of the problems 
and difficulties, as well as of the joys 
of the Land Army Carol's. She has 
set the seal of her personality and 
her patriotic spirit on the camp, and 
baa guided that camp of over 100 girls 
with a firm but gentle band. 

MIsb Ogilviu is a graduate of Byrn 
Mawr of the Class of 1900. She 

Ktudlert in Chicago University and was 
a member of the field parties In ge- 
ology set out from there to Montana. 
irt«i ho, Wyoming. New Mexico and 
Arizona in 1MMJ and 1901. She took 
iier p. H. D. at Columbia University 
m IMS; was elected to the Sigma Xi 
in 191 j; is a Fellow of the Geological 
Society, and a Fellow of the Ameri- 
can association for the Advancement 
of Science. She is the author of 
numerous geological papers and . has 
done geological research work in 
most of the western stales. Of the 
tremendous work that Miss Ogllvie 
has done, she says very little, but 
that little Is so eloquently and simply 
toid, her hearers cannot but feel the 
p a ir s* and force of the woman who 
could handle audi an undertaking.

The special courses tor teachers of 
Vocational Home Economic* under 
the Smith-Hughes law are now com- 
pletely organUed and will be In full 
operation during the uext semester. 
Two new courses are required for tbla 
work. They are work la the Prac- 
tice House Keeping and Practice 
Teaching. Bach is a three credit 
course. Only those Borne Economic 
students meeting the, requirements 
for teachers of Vocation Home Eco- 
nomics under the State plana for vo- 
cational education wiU be eligible to 
these courses. 

Students taking these courses will 
spend six weeks doing practical 
housekeeping work In the Practice 
house. During the ilx weeks tpent 
In doing this laboratory work In the 
practice house, the girls will not do 
any practice teaching; This will en- 
able them to give double time to the 
housekeeping work. Only six or seven 
girls will be engaged In this prac- 
tice work at one time. This will per- 
mit the work to be conducted on the 
family unit basis. Other girls may 
live In the house at the time but will 
not be required to do >auy work other 
than care for their own rooms. 
First Practice ftn Residents. 
In so far as possible girls who 
live in Manhattan or Who live In sor- 
ority house will be jermltted to do 
the practice house work during the 
tint six weeks of the semester. Oth- 
ers will do the practice house work 
during the second and third six weeks 
of the semester. Tht; will avoid the 
necessity of these girls moving more 
than once. If the capacity of the 
honse permits, girls may live at the 
house during the entire semester. The 
work at the practice house will be 
under the direction of Miss Jen L. 
Cox of the department of domestic 
science. 

Alternate Practice Work, 
The six weeks of Practice Teaching 
will alternate with the work at the 
practice house. That Is the groups 
of girls who do their practice leach- 
ing during the first six weeks of the 
semester will not do any practice 
house work during that six weeks. 
During the second six weeks they will 
do not practice teaching but will give 
double lime lo the practice hodse 
work. This will avoid the danger of 
overloading the student during the pe- 
riod given to either practice house or 
practice teaching work. The work 
In practice teaching will be directed 
hy the department of education under 
the direct supervision of Miss Alice 
LI i iy it -.in ii i - of that department. 

All girls who expect to take these 
courses will be unsigned by Miss 
Lloyd-Jones. At the time of the as- 
signment they will be told which six 
weeks of the semester they are to 
spend in practice teaching and which 
six weeks is to He given to the prac- 
tice house work. 

Receive Blank If Eligible. 
Before ih? beginning of the next 
semester they will be given a blank 
form to lie filled out which will show 
wether or not they are eligible to 
these courses under the state board's 
regulations. These forms may be 
secured from Miss Lloyd-Jones and 
are to lie returned to her after hav- 
ing been filled out by the student. 
The courses are open to seniors and 
to those who expect to finish at the 
end of the summer semester. 

The State Board of Education will 
accept the three hours of practice 
teaching In partial satisfaction of the 
work in education required for the 
State certificate. Practice teaching 
will not be accepted in this way for 
any students except those who are 
taking the work to qualify aa teachers 
or vocational subject s. 

Demand for Teachers Brewing. 
The work in vocational home eco- 
nomics will doubtless Increase great- 
ly within thee next few years and 
better salaries will be paid to teach- 
ers In these positions than for other 
home economics work: There will

"Captain Robert B. Hood, Battery

placing of the guns and the unloading

be a considerable demand from other 
states for teachers who have quali- 
fied for this work. In the majority 
of states, the minimum salary for 
teachers of vocational borne econo- 
mics and related subjects baa been 
fixed at lioon. Besides, this special 
training will be looked upon favorably 
by city superintendents looking for 
home economics teachers even If they 
do not expect to put in tbe Smith- 
Hugh as courses. 

Requirement* for Coarse. 

There Is no doubt but that these 
courses indicate tbe next forward 
step in tbe training of home econo- 
mti'H teachers. Only girls who have 
taken the home economics course and 
who have had 'considerable practical 
experience In housekeeping, sewing 
and cooking are eligible to positions 
as teachers of Vocational Home Eco- 
nomics. Tbey must also be at least 
twenty-one years of age when they 
take their positions to teach. Only 
persons who Jjave completed these 
required subjects will be eligible to 
approval for this work by the State 
Board of Education. 

Those seniors who plan to take ad- 
ditional work after graduation in or- 
der to qualify as teachers of vocation- 
al horn? economics are eligible to 
these special courses at this time. 

Seniors t n home economics who 
plan to take this-«work should bare 
their el actives approved by Dean 
Thompson and then see Miss* Lloyd- 
Jones for further directions for en- 
tering upon the course.

Geneva Kuchera of McLouthe 
raised the/largest unit of chickens to 
maturity. She raised 46 standard 
bred Rhode Island Reds. 

11a Riplo raised the largest percent 
of chicks from the number of eggs 
set. She raised 24 Barred Rocks out 
of 30 eggs. 

The county winners for Jefferson 
county are, Geneva Kuchera. Ha Rip- 
lo, Florence Singer, Helen Anderson. 
Tens Payne, Veta Roberts and Ray- 
mond Buckley. 

Twenty three hundred dollars worth 
of poultry— that is what the Poul- 
try Club members of Ottawa county 
did last year.

The world's largest university has 
received a charter, its endowment 
fund Is assured, the nucleus of a fac- 
ulty has been •assembled, the campus 
has been selected and the buildings 
erected, and already nearly 250.000 
students are enrolled in Its courses. 
It fa expected that eventually s mil- 
lion students will enjoy the benefits 
ot the university's curriculum. 

1 1 Is the creation of a grateful Gov- 
ernment, conceived In a desire to 
hasten the period ot demobilization, 
to repay the sacrifice of her soldiers 
and prepare them to occupy higher 
places In Industrial and professional 
pursuits than when they responded 
to the call to the colors. 

The United States Government has 
authorized a program that begins 
with the most elementary subjects 
taught in the schools of America and 
embraces numerous branches of high- 
er academic and professional educa- 
tion, vocational, commercial, trade 
and higher technical education. Re- 
sponsibility for the actual operation 
of the university has been entrusted 
to the Y. M. C. A. The enthusiastic 
co-operation of the American Library 
Association has been enlisted, and 
without the continued co-operation 
of this and other United War Work 
organizations almost Insurmountable 
obstacles will beset the achievement 
of success. 

How great these obstacles may be 
is Indicated by the fact that the teach- 
ing of history In the university Is 
practically at a stanostlll because of 
the lack of textbooks. And yet the 
Ibrarlan reports that for July and 
August, history stood third on a list 
of subjec's for which reference books 
were requested. In the order of their 
popularity this list reads: French 
language, mathematics, history, pri- 
mary readers, penmanship and ge- 
ography. 

Two Immediate needs emphasised 
liy Dr. Ersklne are books and super- 
vising teachers. It a minimum he 
estimates the present need at 3,000,- 
000 text books. Meanwhile plans are 
under way for the beginning of cor- 
respondence schools by January 1. 
A preliminary survey has shown that 
the moat popular courses will be 
those in various branches of engi- 
neering and business, and In agrlcul- 
lurs. Courses In history and litera- 
ture also will be offered. 

"It can now be stated definitely," 
Dr. Ersklne declares, "that during de- 
mobilization Industrial and vocational 
courses wit| he ottered to 39 Or 40 
per cent of the army; that common 
school and high school courses will 
bo offered to soldiers who have not 
finished their school work; and that 
courses in French and British unf- 
'erslti.s will be open to qualified 
uudents." 

"It is the Intention of the army 
.o send soldiers and officers to the 
intversltles In order of military and 
acadamc merit; I. e„ when a given 
number ot places are open at a great 
university, applicants who are aca- 
demically qualified will have the priv- 
ilege ot attendance, according to their 
record in tins army." 

"The Industrial courses and the 
high school courses will be adminis- 
tered tinder the general principle of 
interesting the men in the United 
States and In our problems of citi- 
zenship at home. This program may 
be expanded indefinitely as the needs 
of the service may require."— Rocky 
Mountain Collegian,

Bey and Girl Members Hare In usual- 
ly Good Results with Flecks. 
"The boys and girls poultry clubs 
of Kansas made some splendid rec- 
ords during the year of 1B1S", said 
E. H. WIegand, State Poultry Club 
agent. The following examples are 
typical of many records that have I 
been made in the various counties of . 
Kansas. 

Marjorie Smith of Rice county re- 
ported these results. Out of 769 
Rhode Island Red chicks hatched she 
weaned 730 losing approximately * 
percent. She made $537.69 above ex- 
penses. 

Marie Miller of Emporia bandied 
65 chickens, 60 hens and 5 cocks. Her 
total expense was ft 23. SO and her to- 
tal income was |209. 84 making a net 
profit not Including labor of IS6.04. 
This averaged $1.32 per bird Includ- 
ing the five cockerels. The recort. 
wua for eight months from March 1 
to November 1. 

Mary Griffith of Emporia had 
charge of a flock of 37 hens and 2 
cock birds. From May i to October 
1 tbe total expense amounted to $83.80 
and the total Income was (194.54. This 
averaged J2.80 per bird. This was 
a good record for a tow n flock which 
was under confined conditions. The 
birds were fed entirely on commer- 
cial feeds. "This," said Mr. Wiegand 
"Is a good Illustration of what can be 
done in backyard poultry keeping." 

"The boys," said Mr. Wiegand. "did 
equally as well as the girls." Ralph 
and Clyde Chapman, 13 and 10 years 
of age, of the Bennington Poultry 
Club which is one of the classes un- 
der the direction of the vocational 
teacher of the Delphos school, began 
keeping record Rebruary 1, 191 8, with 
eighteen hens.

Estlmat 
tng these at a dollar each and add- 
ing to the gain on products sold they 
bad $60.27, net gain on eighteen bens 
or $3.34 on each hen In eight months. 
Their hens were penned and they 
bought all their faed.
